Trial Dictatorship 


O long as the Road Traffic and Roads Improvement Bill, which had 

its second reading in the House of Commons on Monday, is accepted 

by everyone as an experimental measure, it deserves qualified 
approval. It attempts to grapple with the problem of keeping traffic 
moving in congested streets. The aim is admirable, but if the machinery 
proves to be a failure, it must quickly be abandoned. The law is normally 
ponderous in action and even more difficult to change, but there must be 
a clear recognition that the new Bill has been born of an emergency 
and its provisions will be valid only while those conditions exist. 


It gives the Minister of Transport the powers almost of a dictator over 
traffic in London and enables him to by-pass the London and Home 
Counties Traffic Advisory Committee in some matters. To its credit, it 
sweeps away certain obstacles to urgent road improvements and gives 
the Minister wide authority to deal with parking on and off the street. 
He is enabled to make grants towards the provision and maintenance of 
off-street parking places in the London area, so long as the sums do not 
exceed the net revenue from the parking places that he establishes. 


All commercial-vehicle operators will welcome the removal of cars 
parked unreasonably in public thoroughfares. They have amply demon- 
strated their willingness to co-operate with authority in the smooth 
working of the “ Pink Zone” arrangements in London. Having done 
so, they are entitled to expect that they will be allowed proper facilities 
to collect and deliver goods and passengers at times reasonably 
convenient to all concerned. There are limits to the degree of off-peak 
operation in which hauliers and C-licensees can economically engage, 
especially when a long journey is involved. 


Doubts on Tickets 





These operators may well have some misgivings about the ticket system 
of fines for certain offences, including loading and unloading a vehicle 
in a road. A constable may give an “ offender” the option of paying, 
without prosecution, a fixed penalty of £2, or half the maximum amount 
of fine to which a person is liable on summary conviction on a first 
offence, whichever is less. There is no guarantee that a magistrate, 
knowing that a defendant has elected to go for trial, will not impose a 
heavier penalty because the person has had the temerity to question the 
equity of the prosecution and has imposed a load on the administrative 
machine which the ticket system is intended to avoid. 


There is also the possibility that, being relieved of the necessity of 
attending court, perhaps in their off-duty hours, police officers may be 
prodigal in distributing tickets. The goods-vehicle driver, acting under 
orders to collect and deliver at certain premises, is particularly vulnerable 
and unless the police use their new powers with discretion his position 
could be made untenable. Any abuse of the ticket system would widen 
the gulf between the public and the police, and the law would break 
down. It is for Parliament to decide whether that risk can be taken. 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Transport, is certainly to be admired 
for taking early and decisive action to deal with an increasingly difficult 
situation. His intentions are undoubtedly of the best, although perform- 
ance and expectation are not always identical. It must, however, always 
be recognized that the Bill is merely a stop-gap pending the recon- 
struction of towns, and particularly London, to accommodate the rising 
volume of traffic. Legislation must not be used as an excuse to delay or 
abandon costly but essential road works.

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Bolting Horses 


PUBLIC inquiry should hardly be necessary to tell 
the Government what everyone else knows—that 
only the elimination of the 2s. 6d. per gallon duty on 
the fuel consumed by public service vehicles will save 
rural bus services from further vitiation or even 
abandonment, That is the only practical recommenda- 
tion that the Jack Committee can make. But their 
report is not due to be presented to the Minister of 
Transport until the autumn. By that time, higher wages 
and other costly concessions to the workers will have 
been in force for some months, and operators will have 
had to take drastic action to balance the books. 
Unremunerative rural services will again be the first 
to suffer, accompanied by all-round increases in fares. 
The swing from public to private transport will, there- 
fore, be accentuated. When eventually the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer takes action to aid bus operators, many 
of the services which the Jack Committee are seeking 
to preserve may have disappeared. It will be far more 
difficult to restore a facility which has been withdrawn 
than one which has been reduced. The Chancellor 
should close the door before the horse bolts.

HERE can be few personages more difficult to 

write about than Lord Brabazon of Tara. Where 

does one begin, where end? For his career not only 
covers the entire history of the internal-combustion engine 
to date, but touches it at every significant point. Racing 
cars, aeroplanes, buses—he has been concerned at one 
time or another during the past 60 years or so with nearly 
every class of machine driven by petrol, paraffin or oil 
fuel. And today as chairman of Associated Commercial 
Vehicles, Ltd., his influence on the development of heavy 
transport is profound. 

Wandering through the Rolls-Royce offices one day, his 
eye was taken by a photograph of a 1907 Rolls-Royce with 
Charles Rolls and the Duke of Connaught up. “We 
recognize the passenger and driver,” said a Rolls-Royce 
official, “‘ but we’ve never been able to find out who the 
young fellow swinging the starting handle is.” 

“The young fellow,’ Lord Brabazon told me, as he 
indicated the picture, now on his study wall, “ was myself.” 

In those days, it seemed, he simply could not keep away 
from cars or resist the fascination of the internal- 
combustion engine. Seven years before that photograph was 
taken and while he was still at Harrow, he had written toa 
motoring journal, advocating mechanically operated inlet 
valves. Harrow was more than once deserted by ‘young 
Moore-Brabazon for the thrills of a motor race and by the 
time he reached his 20th year he was skilled enough to 
act as Charles Rolls’ mechanic when he raced in Ireland. 
In due course he was himself racing, specializing early 
with the Mors. In 1907, indeed, he was the winner on the 
Circuit des Ardennes; but he competed in other races, too,

including the Tourist Trophy and Four-Inch Race in the 
Isle of Man, the Keiser Prize, Coup de Liederkirke (second) 
and the Grand Prix, Dieppe, in 1908. 

His next phase was with the new-fangled flying machines. 
It was a logical sequence, because while at Cambridge, 
he had conceived an interest in ballooning. It is not 
surprising that he holds the first pilot’s certificate ever 
granted by the Royal Aero Club, that he constructed his 
own aircraft at Brooklands (which, he told me, “ never 
looked like flying *”) and won the Daily Mail prize for flying 
a circular mile on an all-English machine in 1909. 

He emerged from the 1914-18 war as a Lieutenant- 
Colonel, having made his mark in the development of 
aerial photography, and at once soared high in civil 
aviation. In the days when British civil aviation was well- 
nigh killed by European competition and machines were 
not as reliable as they are today (one British pilot, handi- 
capped by bad weather and mechanical trouble, made 33 
forced landings between London and Paris and took two 
days on the trip), he became a member of the original 
civil aviation committee and of Lord Weir's advisory com- 
mittee. In 1923, as chairman of the Air Mail’s Committee, 
he gave a much-needed boost to the carriage of mail by 
air—an activity that had somewhat languished since it 
began in 1919. 

The years passed, but Lord Brabazon never lost. his 
enthusiasm for flying machines as a special case of the 
internal-combustion engine. Developments in the air since 
the 1939-45 war are stamped with the Brabazon mark, and 
today he is chairman of the Air Registration Board. 


Member for Wallasey 


Nearly 30 years ago he entered the House of Commons, 
becoming in 1931 Member for Wallasey, a predecessor in 
that constituency of the present Minister of Transport, 
Mr. Ernest Marples. More than that, while representing 
Wallasey he was appointed Minister of Transport, holding 
the post between 1940 and 1941. Those were critical years 
for British transport. The buses hdd to be kept rolling, 
especially in the London streets damaged by fire and heavy 
explosive. London buses suffered many casualties, and it 
fell to Mr. Moore-Brabazon, as he still was, to bring 
provincial vehicles into the capital to stop the gaps. 

His influence on public transport is undiminished nearly 
20 years after those exciting times when vehicles with 
unfamiliar liveries—from Manchester, Yorkshire, Cardiff 
and elsewhere—carried Londoners about their daily 
business. A.E.C. continue to supply the majority of 
London buses as, from their historical associations with 
the old London General Omnibus Co., Ltd., seems only 
appropriate. 

Lord Brabazon was appointed chairman of A.C.V. on its 
formation in 1951. ‘“* We're still doing well,” he will tell 
you and counts as among the more noteworthy phenomena 
of recent years that a major revolution in London Trans- 
port—the gradual change-over from petrol to diesel engines 
—passed almost unnoticed by the general public. 

What is he like, this transport man who has become a 
legend in his own lifetime? He is a robust figure and a 
hearty one, full of good stories drawn from a wealth of 
experiences and friendships. Brabazon and pompousness 
are contradictory terms. He may not do much toboggan- 
ing nowadays, but he’s a good golfer and, of course, is a 
member of the Royal Yacht Squadron. 

Of which of his many achievements is he proudest? He 
did not tell me; but I hazard a guess that near the top is 
his honorary fellowship of the Royal Photographic Society. 
At one time during my brief chat with him in his Berkeley 
Square apartment I felt it might be a little difficult to turn 
the subject from cameras to transport! »

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Dripping Case: Police to 
Pay £78 15s. Costs 


Costs of £78 15s. were awarded against Flintshire county police, last 

week, when they failed to obtain convictions against road hauliers and 
drivers for allowing water to drop from lorries on to the highway. This 
resulted from strong representations by the North Western (Western) Area 
of the Road Haulage Association to Mold magistrates. 


The actual charges in question alleged: 
“Using on the highway a motor lorry 
laden with wet sand so that it created, 
or was likely to create, danger or 
nuisance to persons or traffic, in that, by 
reason of the wetness of the load, or the 
condition of the lorry, water dropped or 
leaked on to the highway.” 

Mr. A. Rankin, for 11 defendants, 
during the hearing of the first case, 
against Mr. T. M. Jones, Ffynnongroew, 
objected to the wording of the sum- 
monses in that they were “bad for 
duplicity,” by alleging a number of 
separate offences in the same summons, 
in the hope of getting a conviction on 
one. 

He added that it was apparently the 
only area in the country where people 
were prosecuted for allowing small 
quantities of water to drip on to the 
highway. 

Agreeing that the by-law was verbose, 
Mr. G. P. Griffiths, prosecuting, asked 
leave to amend the charge to “ creating a 
nuisance to traffic.” 

After hearing the evidence, and a sub- 
mission by Mr. Rankin that no nuisance 
had been proved, the magistrates dis- 
missed the case and declined to allow the 
remaining summonses to be amended. 

Mr. Hadyn Roberts, secretary of the

Blue Cars Gain 


N the Queen’s Bench Division on 
Monday the former director of a 
number of coach tour companies was 
ordered to pay £45,000 damages for 
breaking a covenant not to operate Con- 
tinental coach tours for seven years 
after selling his businesses. 

The British Electric Traction Co., Ltd., 


of Stratton House, Piccadilly, were 
awarded the damages against Mr. 
Thomas Edwin Langton and Luxury 


Land Cruises, Ltd., of Piccadilly, from 
whom they bought the businesses for 
£126,000 in 1953. They alleged that Mr. 
Langton operated another company— 
Sky Tours—in competition with them 
between 1955-57. 

Mr. Langton denied that the coven- 
ant precluded him from engaging in 
every type of Continental motor coach 
tour. If it did, he claimed, it amounted 
to an unreasonable and unlawful 
restraint of trade. He challenged the 
report of an official referee, Mr. W. K. 
Carter, Q.C., who found him liable and 
assessed damages at £50,000. 

Giving a_ reserved judgment, Mr. 


Justice Pearson said that the award of

given to the police to watch for lorries 
laden with wet sand from local quarries, 
and that drivers could have been prose- 
cuted up to four times in any one day. 
Hauliers would have refused to go to 
the quarries and it could seriously have 
affected the local employment position.

LONDON MAY NO LONGER BE THE 
CAPITAL 

ONDON would cease to be Britain’s 

natural capital if new traffic plans 
were not drawn up at once. M.P.s belong- 
ing to the All-party Roads Study Group 
were told this on Tuesday by six 
engineers, architects and town planners— 
winners of £4,000 prize money in the 
Roads Campaign Council’s “ New Ways 
for London” competition. 

They claimed that London had no 
traffic plan. The London County Council 
development plan was obsolete and based 
on the academic Abercrombie plan of 
1944, drawn up when little was known 
of motor traffic, they said. 

A new scientific long-term scheme was 
needed. The experts called for full- 
standard motorways in London, segrega- 
tion of traffic moving at different speeds, 
and the divorce of pedestrian and vehicu- 
lar traffic.

SMALLS TO THE CONTINENT 

ACILITIES for the carriage of traffic

A_ container 
service, to cater especially for smalls 
traffic, is to be introduced on May 3 bya 
newly formed company, Euro-freight, 
Mr. J. S. Probert, manager, Atlas Air 
Express (Atexo), Ltd. told The

This is an important development by 
Trukair, an organization operated jointly 
by Atlas Air Services, Ltd., and Air 
Charter, Ltd., who pioneered goods 
transport to the Continent by air.

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Unloading Causes More Congestion ore Trolleybuses to 
Than Realized Before—Minister 


BY OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT 


MONG the conclusions to be drawn from the Pink Zone experiment 
was that loading and unloading on main traffic routes appeared to 


give rise to more congestion than had been realized before. 


This was 


stated by Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Transport, in the House of 


Commons on Monday. 


“Therefore we must look at that more carefully,” he added. 


The House gave a Second Reading to 
the Road Traffic and Road Improvement 
Bill. Mr. Marples said that if the streets 
were to be properly used, part might 
be designated for moving traffic and 
another for temporary parking or load- 
ing and unloading. Permanent parking 
for whole days should be off the street. 

But off-street parking must be in the 
right place and the parks not too big, 
said Mr. Marples. In the Bill the 
Government had allowed the local 
authorities to have composite develop- 
ments. They might take over a site, and 
if it were too big for a park they could 
provide part as a park and develop the 
rest another way. 

This did not mean that local authori- 
ties should move into any business other 
than that of car parks. Powers were 
limited for that reason to five years, and 
the Minister would have to approve par- 
ticular proposals. 

For the Opposition, Mr. Gordon- 
Walker (Lab., Smethwick) thought we had 
to rebuild our whole environment of 
working and living in terms of the car, 
bus and lorry. There were no provisions 
for lorry parking in the Bill, but a lorry 
driver had just as much right to park 
as a private motorist. The provision for 
loading and unloading was woefully 
inadequate. 


Roads Over Rails 


Mr. C. Bossom (Cons., Leominster) saw 
no reason why main-line railways at city 
outskirts should not be covered with 
roads into the centre. Parking in cities 
could be provided over railway stations. 

Mr. A. C. Manuel (Lab., Central Ayr- 
shire) said that the roads were becoming 
increasingly cluttered with far too much 
traffic that should not be there at all. 
Huge loads were conveyed by road in 
vehicles of an appalling size. Any driver 
behind such a vehicle could not see past 
it, 

Building schemes had been “all 
wrong,” he said. It was wrong that goods 
vehicles should stop outside business pre- 
Mists fronting main roads to allow goods 
to be carried across the pavement. There 
should be rear service roads in new 
developments, both to residential and 
business premises, especially shops. 

Mr. Niall Macpherson, Joint Under 
Secretary for Scotland, intervening in the 
debate, said that in Clause 14 the Bill 
contained a provision for the payment 
of grants for loading bays in London. 

From Mr. Charles Pannell (Lab., West 
Leeds) came a tribute to the lorry drivers 
~—he used to be one. Their general stan- 
dard, he said, was much higher than that 


of the private motorist. Nobody who 
had ever seen a long-distance lorry driver 
could doubt that if everyone were as well 
disciplined as he was there would be a 
far smaller toll of accidents. 

Mr. Michael Stewart (Lab., Fulham) 
thought that there must be some power 
to direct more heavy traffic off the roads 
on to the railways. The only justification 
for quite unfettered private enterprise 
was when it could be shown that what 
was cheapest for the private enterpriser 
was automatically best for the com- 
munity as a whole. That was not so in 
the case of the use of the roads for heavy 
traffic. 

When Mr. D. Renton, Under Secretary 
at the Home Office, replied to the debate, 
he announced that compulsory testing of 
old vehicles would begin to operate in 
the autumn. Technical difficulties had 
now been overcome, and Mr. Marples 
hoped to introduce a successful scheme 
in a few weeks’ time. 


be Abandoned 


ONDON TRANSPORT announce 
that five trolleybus routes in ihe 
Lea Valley area are to be replaced by 
Routemaster 64-seat motorbuses uncer 
stage six of the £10m. trolleybus coa- 
version scheme, which comes into efiect 
on. April 27. 

The trolleybus services affected are 
routes 623 (5.75 route miles), 625 (9.35 
route miles), 687 (8.05 route miles), 697 
(9.58 route miles) and 699 (9.5 route 
miles) serving the Chingford, Waltham- 
stow, Leyton, Stratford, Plaistow and 
Victoria Dock areas to the east of the 
River Lea; and the Winchmore Hill, 
Palmers Green, Wood Green, Manor 
House and Tottenham areas to the west. 
As at other stages of the conversion pro- 
gramme, the greater flexibility of the 
diesel bus has made it possible to intro- 
duce a new pattern of services, including 
new facilities and route extensions.

The application was to convert 
special-A to public A licences in respect 
of the company’s Glasgow fleet. Mr. 
Wardlaw told Mr. W. F. Quin, Scottish 
Licensing Authority, that Road Services 
(Caledonian) had previously opposed an 
application by Hayton in Dumfries on the 
ground of available capacity. If they had 
capacity available then, Road Services 
(Caledonian) should not now be seeking 
such wide powers, he argued, 

Mr. Alex Callander, traffic manager of 
Road Services (Caledonian), said that the 
fleet was fully employed. The sole change 
involved the adoption of modern tractive 
units in place of less efficient ones. The 
work and carrying capacity would be the 
same. The application was for seven 
vehicles of 16} tons, nine tractors of 28} 
tons and nine semi-trailers of 254 tons. 

Mr. J. Law, for the applicants, 
questioned the opposition by a Dumfries 
haulier as the licence was wanted for a 
Glasgow-based fleet. He gave an assur- 
ance that the company would not carry 
bulk liquids, and Messrs. Hemphill, other 
objectors, withdrew opposition. 

The normal user sought was all classes 
of goods as required by customers in 
Scotland, England and Wales, but this 
was attacked by Mr. Wardlaw and Mr. 


J. J. Clyde, for British Railways, as being 
too comprehensive. 

The fact that some of the vehicles 
concerned were vans to be used on 
smalls traffic was also questioned by 
Mr. Wardlaw. They were unsuitable for 
the coverage sought, he claimed, but Mr. 
Quin ruled that in their case the normal 
user should be “ radius 40 miles of base 
on general goods.” 

Mr. Callander, who stated that about 
half of the company’s traffic was in small 
consignments, drew attention to the fact 
that the accounts were for the year ended 
January, 1959. They provided no infor- 
mation on the work done over the past 16 
months, he claimed, and Mr. Quin 
expressed his disappointment that a 
company of such status should omit to 
produce certified accounts. 

Giving qualified approval to the 
application, Mr. Quin said that it was 
relatively easy for a small operator to give 
detailed figures of operations, but more 
difficult in the case of a large operator 
with a number of bases and interchange- 
able vehicles. 

Subject to the certification of accounts, 
he granted an amended normal user 
which allowed two vehicles of 24 tons to 
operate over 40 miles. The remaining 
vehicles would have as normal user 
“metal and metal products, foodstuffs, 
building materials, whisky, paper, agricul- 
tural produce and requisites and smalls, 
in the ratio of 20 ner cent. in Scotland 
and 80 per cent. in northern England, 
Midlands, Home Counties, Bristol and 
Plymouth.” 
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Agent’s Rates ‘Not Worth Having” 


ATES quoted by a concern of Hull forwarding agents were described as 

* not worth having” when nine objectors appeared at Bridlington last 
week. The Kingston Haulage Co., Ltd., Hull, applied to add three articu- 
lated units to their fleet of 11 vehicles, subject to the surrender of a 


3-tonner. 


Mr. S. Godman, manager of the appli- 
cant company, said that they carried 
timber, wool and general goods for 
William Brown, Atkinson and Co., Ltd., 
Hull, an associated company. The appli- 
cants relied upon sub-contracting to a 
large degree and this had doubled over 
the previous year, he added. 

The witness spoke of the difficulty of 
hiring during the “heavy” season, and 
produced details of requests for assist- 
ance made to local hauliers. 

On one occasion, Hunters of Hull 
(Transport), Ltd., had been offered a con- 
siderable amount of wool but had 
refused the offered rate of £1 7s. less 
5 per cent. In January, Kingston 
Haulage had received a letter from 
Hunters asking them to discontinue 
“trial requests” for assistance, as they 
were a waste of time. They offered to 
meet for discussions. 


Too Busy 

Cross-examined by Mr. P. Kenny, for 
the private objectors, Mr. Godman said 
that Hull hauliers would not carry wool 
because they were so busy with general 
traffic. He agreed that the general deduc- 
tion on sub-contracted work was 10 per 
cent. He also agreed with Mr. Timmins, 
for the British Transport Commission, 
that a substantial part of their business 
was “of a clearing-house nature.” 

Two witnesses for Brown, Atkinson 
gave evidence of increased turnover and 
“utmost difficulty” in finding vehicles. 
Mr. B. Gelder said that their rates had 
been fixed “in consultation” with Hull 
hauliers, but agreed in cross-examination 
that this consisted of telephoning to ask 
what rate they would quote for a certain 
job. 

He denied that they had then decided 
on a rate which was lower than all the 
others. It was put to him by Mr. Kenny 
that one objector had been carrying 
timber to Coventry at £2 a ton, but when 
channelled through Atkinson this had 
fallen to £1 7s. In another case, a 
“direct” rate of £1 15s. had fallen to 
£1 7s. when carried through Atkinson, 
both via Kingston Haulage. 


Lost Traffic 

Mr. Arthur Smith, traffic manager, Hull 
and East Riding Transport, said that in 
the past two years his company had lost 
half of their timber traffic to forwarding 
agents. They had ceased carrying for 
Kingston when they realized that “it was 
a vicious circle, which got worse and 
worse.” 

Mr. J. H. Shores, of McVeigh Transport, 
Ltd., admitted in cross-examination that 
he had always been satisfied with the 
rates. 

Mr. Harold Hunter, of Hunters of 
Hull, said that he had asked Kingston 
to stop making “ trial requests” because 
A24 


they were becoming a “ daily nuisance.” 
On one occasion, Kingston had tele- 
phoned at 5.30 p.m., when work for the 
next day had already been allocated. 
They had offered a rate of £1 Ss. 3d. 
for wool to the West Riding, but this 
was 4s. below the rate of British Road 
Services. 

Meetings had been held to try to get 
wool importers to pay £1 10s., but they 
had been unsuccessful, said Mr. Hunter. 
He could not afford to carry timber for 
clearing houses and forwarding agents, 
who “took a cut.” Rates were falling 
because there were too many vehicles on 
the road. Those offered by clearing 
houses and forwarding agents were 
“ dictatorial” because it was known that 
there were too many vehicles for avail- 
able traffic. 

Evidence of availability was given by 
the Commission, and Maj. F. S. 
Eastwood, Yorkshire Licensing Authority, 
reserved decision pending a similar appli- 
cation by Bramleys Haulage, Ltd., which 
was adjourned until May.

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Prison Sentence for Making False 
Statements Reduced to £50 Fine

A SENTENCE of three months’ imprisonment upon a haulier, for 


of £50 by Mr. G. Veale, the Recorder, at Leeds Quarter Sessions on 
Monday. Announcing his decision, however, the Recorder said the offence 
was a Serious One and amounted to deliberate fraud. He would not like 
any operator to think that such leniency was likely to be shown to others. 


The appeal was by Thomas William 
Chatterway, Eckington, Sheffield, against 
a sentence imposed by the Leeds stipen- 
diary magistrate in December last year 
(The Commercial Motor, January 1) for 
falsely stating the weight of a vehicle 
which he desired to substitute on an A 
licence. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz, for the respondent, 
stated that from January, 1955, when he 
was the holder of a licence for a vehicle 
weighing 3 tons 5 cwt., several variations 
had been made to the licence by the sub- 
stitution of vehicles of a slightly increased 
weight without the necessity of appearing 
before a public inquiry. He appeared 
before the Yorkshire Licensing Authority 
in July, 1956, when a vehicle of 4 tons 
5 cwt: was granted, which was again 
increased to 4 tons 15 cwt. in July, 1958. 

In April, 1959, after the suspicions of 
the office of the Licensing Authority had 
been aroused by these frequent changes, 
an application by Chatterway to substitute 
a vehicle of 5 tons 4 cwt. was taken td 
public inquiry and refused. 


Temporary Licence 

A temporary licence was then issued 
for the carriage of coal by this vehicle, 
and from the many weighbridge tickets, 
as required in connection with this work, 
it was revealed that the weight of the 
vehicle had been increased to 5° tons 
17 cwt., or 5 tons 18 cwt. Mr. Hurwitz 
stated that, by this time, the appellant 
realized he would not be able to get a 
licence at all for this vehicle, and on 
May 23, 1959, arranged with a garage at 
Matlock to reduce the weight of the 
vehicle by taking off side and tailboards, 
and so on. After the vehicle had been 
weighed in that state at 4 _ tons 
16 cwt. 3 qr., it was returned to the 
garage and the equipment was replaced. It 
was claimed that 54 gallons of water 
were in the radiator and 7 gallons of fuel, 
and the weight was finally registered at 
4 tons 15 cwt. 

In May, 1959, he was allowed to sub- 
stitute this vehicle on the licence at 4 tons 
15 cwt. without a public inquiry. He 
immediately desired to have the weight 
Increased to 5 tons 4 cwt. and had the 
Vehicle reweighed, pointing out to the 
Licensing Authority that the new weight 
Was due to strengthening and alterations 
to the body, whereas, in fact, it was 
caused by the equipment being put back. 

The Authority again became suspicious 
and, after inquiries, discovered that the 
Weight had always been 5 tons 17 cwt. 

In mitigation, Mr. W. A. B. Goss stated 
that after the grant of a licence for a 
Vehicle of 4 tons 5 cwt., Mr. Chatterway 
Was then required to fit sideboards for 
the haulage of light coke in bulk, which 


increased the weight to 4 tons 15 cwt., 
and he notified the Licensing Authority 
accordingly. After making inquiries he 
was told by the office of the Yorkshire 
Traffic Area that a 10-cwt. tolerance 
would be allowed on a new vehicle of 
5 tons 5 cwt. which he proposed acquiring 
and, after purchasing a new vehicle at a 
cost of £3,480, he made application to 
substitute it for the vehicle which he 
believed was now recorded at 4 tons 
15 cwt. To his surprise, his application 
was published in connection with the 
replacement of a vehicle of 4 tons 5 cwt., 
involving an increase of 1 ton. Objec- 
tions were made, and the application was 
refused. 

The appellant was not a wealthy man 
and, having paid £3,480 for a new vehicle, 
when it was suggested he might legiti- 
mately reduce the weight from 5 tons 
5 cwt., he adopted the course which 
brought him to court.

Mr. G. C. Tinsdill, for the applicants, 
said two additional vehicles (an artic- 
ulated outfit and a rigid, totalling 94 tons 
unladen) were sought on B licence to 
carry general goods within 15 miles of 
base. The existing fleet consisted of 24 
A-licensed vehicles, one on contract-A, 
and one on B licence. Since 1954 the 
company had built up a large and wide- 
spread business and customers’ demands 
were such that it had been impossible to 
maintain the vehicles properly. 

Documents were produced showing 
that although the whole fleet was being 
over-used, work was still in arrears. 
London trunk vehicles had also to engage 
in collection and delivery work, and the 
grant of two additional vehicles would 
relieve the pressure. 

Objecting for the British Transport 
Commission, Mr. G. H. P. Beames sub- 
mitted that if the pressure were due to 
customers’ demands there must have been 
inconvenience and unless witnesses were 
called there was no case to answer. 

Mr. James commented that as the 
application. was worded it was for addi- 
tional vehicles for the transport of goods, 
but from the opening it appeared that the 
evidence would be purely on maintenance. 
A grant in 1959 of an additional vehicle 
was made on these grounds and he 
would require to know what it had been 
doing. If.there was no evidence of need 
from customers the application should 
have been worded so as to allow the 
vehicles’ use only when one or other of 
the existing fleet was off the road for 
maintenance or repair. 

Mr. D. H. Dale, a director, said the 
gross earnings for January-February, 
1960, were £20,949, which was a consider- 
able increase on the same period in 1959. 
The vehicles were needed for local col- 
lection and delivery. They could have 


Tipper Required to 


ECAUSE farmers now require large 
quantities of bulk grain in place 
of bagged grain, and because of the need 
to carry sugar beet, a 7-ton tipper was 
sought on the A licence of G. D.

ECAUSE their vehicles would be idle 
at certain times of the year if they 
were operated under contract-A licence, 
Messrs. C. and F. Antrobus, Heaton 
Moor, Stockport, preferred to seek a B 
licence before Mr. A. H. Jolliffe, North 
Western Deputy Licensing Authority, at 

Manchester, last week. 

The applicants were stated to run-a 
stone business, and, under B licence, the

Mr. Jolliffe allowed a B licence for 
two vehicles, and said that a short-term 
licence could be granted for the third to 
meet an emergency. 

He was told that Mr. C. Antrobus had 
entered into a partnership with Mr. 
R. Morgan, and that the name of the 
business was to be changed to A. and M. 
Haulage.

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Objectors Fear New Spate of Tippers 


AULIERS in the Mendips fear that 

if an application by Senator Trans- 
port, Great Elm, Somerset, for four 
new vehicles totalling 17 tons and one 
low-loader of 6 tons, is granted, it 
will lead to a spate of demands for 
additional tippers in the area. Some of 
the 14 objectors at last week’s hearing in 
Bristol were granted extra tippers two or 
three years ago and are anxious to 
protect their gains. 

Mr. T. D. Corpe, for the objectors, put 
searching questions to the firm’s spokes- 
man about rates. He asked Mr. B. P. 
Harvey, a partner in the firm: “ Since you 
started this business have you been going 
round the Frome area canvassing cus- 
tomers and quoting rates substantially 
below those which existing operators are 
charging?” Mr. Harvey denied this, but 
agreed that he had sought 
haulage work in Frome. 

Mr. Corpe suggested that the 
highest rate quoted was 
Is. 2}d., and in answer to a 
question, Mr. Harvey said this 
was economic to his concern. 

Mr. Corpe then produced 
published operating cost tables 
but the witness said he did not 
agree with them. He did not 
concur that his company had 
been charging rates which did 
not cover operating costs, but 
stated that earnings in recent 
months had decreased.

Mr. Corpe: “ Then how do you justify 
doubling your fleet?” “By the amount 
of work we have to refuse.” 

Opening the case for the applicant,

required additional facilities. | Their 


freight consisted principally of road- 
making materials and road-making 
machinery; and he reminded Mr. S. W. 
Nelson, the Western Licensing Authority, 
that this was the time of year when local 
authorities were anxious to spend what 
was left of their funds. He produced 
several letters supporting the application 
and called a number of witnesses, one of 
whom, Mr. Wilfrid Bennett, of Bradgate 
Granite Quarries, London, described his 
company as one of the biggest tar- 
macadam providers in the country. 
Cross- examined by Mr. Corpe, this 
witness agreed that some time previously 
he had supported an application by 
W. Viney, Ltd., for additional tonnage 
and that since then his company’s pay- 
ments to Viney’s had been reduced. His 
explanation was that Viney’s were either 
unable to do the work required or that 
they had no suitable vehicles. 

Mr. Corpe suggested that Bradgate’s 
had also had the same experience with 
- J. Bennett and Sons, and went on to 


ask: “ The real reason why you are sup- 
porting this application is that you think 
you can get your haulage done more 
cheaply?” Mr. Bennett denied this 
allegation. 

Another witness supporting Senator’s 
application, Mr. Robert Francis, office 
manager of John Wainwright and Sons, 
quarry owners, Shepton Mallet, also 
agreed that his firm had previously 
employed Viney’s and had paid them as 
much as £5,000 in one year. They 
discontinued their association because 
Viney’s could not transport loads to 
Hampshire. 

When yet another supporter was asked 
whether he had any financial interest in 
Senator’s, he declined to answer. 

At the end of a day-long hearing, the 
case was adjourned until May 13. 


28-ton Tankers: 
Decision Soon 


N early decision may be forthcoming 

from Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister 
of Transport, on the proposal to raise the 
permissible gross vehicle weight for bulk 
liquid tankers from 24 to 28 tons, writes 
our political correspondent. 

Mr. G. A. Pargiter (Lab., Southall) 
pointed out to him last week that delay 
in settling this question was causing 
difficulties among manufacturers and 
operators. 

The Minister replied that he was aware 
of these, but other considerations, 
including that of safety, had to be taken 
into account. 

Mr. Marples was firm in dealing with 
the Opposition’s complaint that trade 
union representatives had been left out 
of the Railway Planning Board. He 
replied that one member spent millions 
of pounds a year with the railways, and 
was well qualified to speak on matters 
concerning their efficiency. 

The Board’s terms of reference are 
wide enough for it to recommend any- 
thing they wish, and Mr. Marples said 
that he was sure they would take other 
forms of transport into account when 
advising on the railways. 
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Irregular Carriage 
for Three Years 


Fhe: irregular carriage of racehorses 
under C licence, over a period of 
three years, evoked a severe warning from 
Mr. W. P. James, West Midland Licensing 
Authority, to Mr. P. E. McElin, director 
of various associated companies, at 
Hanley last week. 

Pell Wall Stables Co., Ltd., Market 
Drayton, of which Mr. McElin is a 
director, were applying for a B licence to 
carry racehorses to meetings within 250 
miles of base. 

Mr. McElin said the company bought 
the stables in 1957. A qualified trainer 
acted for them and there were 20 race- 
horses in training which had been 
regularly carried in a C-licensed horsebox. 
It had only recently been realized that 
this was irregular as the carriage was 





included in the owners’ costs. There were 
no licensed facilities in the area. British 
Railways were not objecting. 

Questioned by Mr. James, he agreed 
he had never tried to get other facilities, 
there had been no reason to do so. 

Mr. McElin’s other companies were 
licence holders, said Mr. James, and he 
should have known what was required. 
He had not acted as he ought to have 
done. but as there was no evidence that 
anyone else could do the work, he did not 
propose to penalize those requiring 
transport by inflicting a penalty. The 
application would be granted, but should 
any of Mr. McElin’s companies be con- 
cerned in further irregularities, penalties 
would result. 


EIGHT TANKERS A MONTH 


ORMERLY devoted entirely to 
designing and making railway 
rolling stock, Charles Roberts and Co., 
Ltd., Horbury Junction, Yorks, are now 
making special road tankers on a regular 
production basis at the rate of eight units 
per month. 
At present only mild-steel tanks are 
being made, but stainless-steel. con- 


tainers are scheduled for the near future. 
Two of the latest tankers were demon- 
strated last week when they were handed 
over to Major and Co., Ltd. 
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One-armed Driver’s 14-year Fight 


ELIEVED to be Britain’s only one- 
armed licensed coach driver, Len 
Munden, of Hampstead Road, Brisling- 
ton, Bristol, has spent some 14. years 
trying to establish himself as: an inde- 
pendent operator. 

After losing his left arm on war service 
he acquired a coach business at Weston- 
super-Mare but had no licence to drive 
himself. Six years ago, after a protracted 
struggle, he succeeded in getting a driving 
licence but has. since then been able to 
operate only on contract hire. 

Last September he applied to the 
Western Area Traffic Commissioners to 
operate excursions, but his request 
was turned down, and last week he made 
another request on the grounds that the 
circumstances had altered. One reason 
given was that the branch railway station 
at Brislington had been closed. He 
took along three clergymen, — Free 
Church representatives, a retired railway 
official, a member of Bristol City Council, 
members of the Women’s Institute and 
other witnesses to support his application. 


Downward Trend 

All the objectors, however, said that 
tour traffic had shown a downward trend 
for some time and declared that another 
independent operator would aggravate 
the position. A railway representative on 
the other hand said railway excursions 
were going up. People were beginning to 
realize the value of railway travel. In 
many cases rail fares were cheaper than 
road, he said. 

Objecting, a representative of Bristol 
Omnibus Co. said there had been a 
gradual downward trend in tours booking 
in recent years, and they were dependent 
on the twos and threes which they were 
able to pick up in the city. 

A spokesman for Wessex Coaches, 
Ltd., said if more transport were intro- 
duced “the whole thing would become 
unworkable.” Empress Coaches and 


other objectors gave similar evidence. 
All emphasized that traffic was going 
down. It was contended that in view of 
the steadily declining traffic the time had 
come to question the whole basis on 
which operators were working. 

Rejecting the application, Mr. Nelson 
said they had strained themselves to see 
if they could grant something to Mr. 
Munden, but were unable to do so. If 
they were wrong, the applicant could 
appeal. 


MOVED AGAINST “JAMMED” 
LIGHTS 


BUS driver who waited for four 

minutes at traffic lights and then 
proceeded against them, thinking that 
they had jammed on red, was fined £5, 
plus £2 16s.

Traffic Jams Cause Loss at Newport 


RAFFIC jams which slowed up buses 

in Newport, Mon, caused the trans- 
port department to lose money. Mr. 
George Twigg, traffic superintendent, 
said this at Newport, last week, when 
the undertaking successfully applied to 
the South Wales Traffic Commissioners 
for fares increases to take effect from 
Easter Sunday. 

Many passengers booked for only a 
certain distance and then walked the 
remainder of their journey because of 
traffic hold-ups, he added. 

For the corporation, Mr. Harold 
Greenhalgh said that the undertaking 
had a £25,000 accumulated deficiency on 
March 31. It was proposed that the 
minimum adult fare should be 34d., 
which covered a journey of 0.7 of a 
mile. Juvenile fares would be amended 


proportionately. 

The sole reason for the application 
was that in January it was plain that by 
the end of the financial year, in March, 
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the undertaking would be faced with the 
certainty of a continuing annual loss. 
The estimated deficiency for the year 
1960-61 would be more than £17,000, 
making the total deficiency, by March 31, 
1961, about £42,000. 

These figures had been based on sup- 
positions that there would be no 
increases in labour and other costs. 
There had since been awards to traffic 
staff and craftsmen. “In fact,” said Mr, 
Greenhalgh, “the estimated surplus that 
we hoped would result, if this applica- 
tion were successful, will be turned into 
an annual deficit of about £7,000.” 

Mr. Ernest Jones, borough treasurer, 
said that the proposed increases would 
produce £50,000 a year. An allowance 
had been made for “ fares resistance.” 

Turnover of staff was high, said Mr. 
Twigg, and because of the staff shortages 
an excessive amount of overtime was 
being worked. The annual overtime cost 
was estimated at £60,000. 
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Picking-up Point Used 
legally 


_ being refused dispensation to 
use a picking-up and setting-down 
point at Upper: Jackson Street, Man- 
chester, the Dragon Motor Engineering 
Co., Ltd., had used it illegally, it was 
stated to the North Western Traffic Com- 
missioners this week.

Replying to Mr. J. Backhouse, who 
objected for Lingley’s Sale Away Touring 
Co., Ltd., and Timperley Coach Sub- 
sidiaries, Ltd., Mr. Horace Croaker, 
manager of Dragon, said that he had 
been fined £3 in September, 1959, for 
using the point illegally. He had con- 
sidered the facilities of the objectors, but 
did not know that they had picking-up 
points in the area. 

After Mr. E. Dowell, booking agent 
for Dragon, said that he had been living 
in the district for only six weeks and 
knew nothing of the company’s past 
operation, Mr. Backhouse submitted that 
no case had been made out and the 
evidence was unreliable. 

Mr. F. Williamson, chairman, refusing 
the application, said that after the recent 
illegal running there must be a period 
of operation which was completely in 
accordance with the licence.

For Ribble, Mr. F. D. Walker sub- 
mitted that the operators had had 
dispensations since 1958 for the addi- 
tional vehicles sought. These would 
never have been granted without the con- 
sent of B.R. Mr. Backhouse did not 


consider that dispensations should be 
encouraged when, as in this case, they 
had been granted for three successive 
years and it now had to be decided, upon 
the renewal of the licences, what condi- 
tions could be attached to do away with 
them. 

Figures showed, he continued, that all 
the operators had been using their full 
allowances for most of the time and 
occasionally took advantage of the dis- 
pensations to the full. 

The Commissioners granted the addi- 
tional excursions, which were unopposed, 
but reserved their decision about the 
extra vehicles.

ERE were 1,325,616 goods vehicles 

licensed during the quarter ended 
September 30, 1959: of these 1,272,712 
were in the “ general” category (as dis- 
tinct from farmers’ vehicles)—a_ figure 
more than twice that for 1947. 

The number of hackney vehicles 
licensed during the third quarter of last 
year was 93,323, including 1,069 trams. 
This compares with 120,295 hackneys, 
including 5.745 trams, in 1947. 

Of the total “ general” goods vehicles, 
1,069,952 were under 3 tons unladen 
weight and 202,760 above. The larger of 
these two figures was made up of 954,859 
petrol vehicles, 90,928 diesel and 24,165 
battery-electric; whilst the smaller com- 
prised 151,311 diesel, 51,099 petrol and 
350 battery-electric. 

Of the 92,254 hackneys, other than 
This A.E.C. Mandator tractor has been 
supplied to Messrs. Hope Transport, 
London. The cab has an all-plastics super- 
structure and was built by Park Royal 
Vehicles, Ltd. It is mounted on the 
standard A.E.C. all-steel cab base, a 
feature of which is the forward-step layout.

INVENTION TO SPEED VEHICLE 
EXPORTS 

N invention of Fisher and Ludlow, 

Ltd., Birmingham, will aid the export 
of vehicles. It takes the form of collap- 
sible deck structures which may quickly 
be erected and dismantled in a ship's 
hold. It furthermore enables a load of 
vehicles in a given space to be increased 
by about 20 per cent. 

Known as the Carflow system, the 
invention has attracted interest in Ger- 
many. Panels measuring 16 ft. by 14 ft.

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Hand Signals Hard 
to Interpret 


HE. difficulty of interpreting hand 

signals made from the window of a 
lorry, sometimes by a driver with dirty 
hands, was mentioned by Mr. I. N. Ware, 
York City Coroner, on Monday. 

He was holding an inquest on Mr. 
Norman Keating, a 55-year-old company 
director of Chilwell, Notts, who died 
after the 5-cwt. van he was driving was 
in collision with a lorry on the Tadcaster- 
York road on March 24. 

The Coroner read a statement made to 
the police by Roderick Clifft, Lynwood 
Crescent, Fitzwilliam, Pontefract, the 
driver of the lorry, who elected not to 
give evidence. 

In it he stated that he decided to pull 
off the road for a snack. He put his 
right arm out to give a slowing-down 
signal. He again glanced in his mirror and 
gave a signal that he intended to turn 
left into a park. 

He had just 
turned into the 
entrance when he 
heard a van at the 
rear. He braked 
and saw that the 
small van had hit 
his lorry. 

Mr. Ware said 
that the driver of 
the van might have 
seen the last part 
of the signal to slow down, and seeing the 
lorry veering over the white line thought 
that it was going to turn right at an 
intersection.

The movement of malt in bulk 
presents certain difficulties. The grain 
readily absorbs moisture that is unwanted 
by its main users, brewers, distillers and 
manufacturers of malted drinks. Proof- 
ing the body against the entry of moisture 
is important. 

On the operating side there are other 
difficulties connected with loading and

unloading: not all breweries or maltings 
are equipped to handle large quantities 
other than in sacks. 

The new vehicle is now running regu- 
larly between East Anglia and several 
of the larger London breweries, including 
those of the Courage, Whitbread and 
Mann, Crossman and Paulin companies. 
Both the suppliers of the malt at Ipswich 
and the brewers have found the outfit 
satisfactory, and it is likely that the 
prototype will be joined by others. 


Roofed Tipper 


The body allows 100 qr. of bagged 
malt to be carried when facilities do not 
exist for handling bulk quantities. It 
may be described as a roofed tipper, 
22 ft: long, 8 ft. wide and 11 ft. 6 in. 
high from ground level. 

Its weight is only 1 ton 14 cwt. The 
fixed roof contains three sealed loading 
hatches surrounded by a catwalk. Access 
to the hatches is by a ladder carried at 
the front. 

Although roof-loading is the normal 
method adopted, provision is also made 
for loading through a hatch in the front 
bulkhead. With the body in the fully 
elevated position, a loading point 25 ft. 
high can be reached. 

The forward bulkhead also contains a 
weatherproofed air vent. The underfloor 
twin-ram tipping gear is by Pilot Works, 
Ltd., Manchester Road, Bolton, Lancs. 

A load of 15 tons, or 100 qr. of malt, 
in the fully tipped position exerts great 
pressure on the rear panels.

prise a pair of stout double doors, hinged 
at the quarters to fold flat against the 
body exterior, and a tailboard. A simple 
and effective cam locking-gear is made 
to withstand the pressure, and the doors 
are rubber-sealed to prevent the entry of 
moisture and spillage of grain. 

Walls and flooring are completely 
smooth, and ledges and cross-ties have 
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been avoided to facilitate the rapid and 
complete discharge of the malt without 
the necessity for sweeping out. 

The floor is of 7-in.-thick duralumin 
plate. At the rear, a grille is recessed 
into the floor above the large discharge 
hopper, from which the grain flows under 
gravity through a nylon sleeve to under- 
ground bins. Alternatively, a suction 
hose can be coupled to the hopper on 
the near side of the vehicle. 

Loading and unloading times depend 
upon facilities at maltings and breweries. 
In practice, when the roof hatches are 
used, 100 qr. are normally loaded in 
15 minutes. Using only the aperture in 
the front of the body, loading occupies 
about 25 minutes. 

The 15-ton load can be emptied by 
suction equipment in 60 minutes and 
gravity discharged in 22 minutes. Load 
ing and discharge of a bagged load of 
similar capacity by hoist employing four 
men would occupy 2 hours and % 
minutes respectively. 
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Turbocharging Aids 
Multi-fuel Units 


“ HE multi-fuel engine of the future 
Teo appear to be a direct- 

injection turbocharged unit having 
a high stroke-to-bore ratio, and embody- 
ing a very compact combustion chamber. 
The swirl ratio may be lowered in order 
to reduce heat losses and thus help to 
initiate the ignition process. Every effort 
will be made to maintain the combustion 
chamber at a high temperature during 
idle and light-load running conditions.” 

Mr. G. K. Martlew, experimental 
engineer and joint inspection manager of 
Transport Equipment (Thornycroft), Ltd., 
drew these conclusions from research 
work carried out by his company, on 
yariants of their standard engines, which 
he described to the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers in London, on 
Wednesday. 

Of the four Thornycroft engines used 
for multi-fuel experiments, the turbo- 
charged KRN6/S six-cylindered 11.3-litre 
unit had given the most satisfactory 
results. The turbocharger raised the 
pressure and temperature of the air 
charge. This assisted the burning of fuels 
such as the petrols, which had poor 
ignition characteristics under compression 
only. 

As a result, the power outputs of the 
KRN6/S on derv and MT 74 (74-octane) 
petrol were almost identical, although 
maximum b.m.e.p. increased by about 
§ psi. at 1,000 r.p.m. when running on 
petrol. Specific fuel consumption of derv 
was higher than of petrol. This was the 
case with all multi-fuel engines, and 
inevitable because of the 15 per cent. 
lower specific gravity of petrol, making 
it Necessary to inject more fuel into the 
cylinder to provide the same energy. 

Until fuel was bought by weight 
rather than volume (and this was 
unlikely), oils such as derv with a high 
specific gravity, would be more 
economical. 


No Modification 


The KRN6/S, like the other units 
employed for tests, had required no 
Structural modification to enable jit to 
Operate on a range of fuels, other than 
positive lubrication of the injection pump 
and additional venting of the fuel-delivery 
system. 

British engine manufacturers who were 
carrying out multi-fuel research had 
accepted derv, aircraft gas-turbine fuel 
(A.V.T.A.G.) and MT 74, MT 80, regular 
and premium grades of petrol as the fuels 
on which their engines should run. 

Mr. Martlew suggested that military 
thought in the U.S.A. might lead to the 
adoption of a fuel akin to A.V.T.A.G. for 
all gas-turbine and piston engines. It 
could be burned by certain types of 
British direct-injection engine without 
modification as its cetane rating was little 
lower than that of derv. 

Whilst A.V.T.A.G. produced few 
complications in suitable direct-injection

facility were now available and these 


injection pumps 
overcame the problem. Extra venting of 
the injection-pump gallery was essential 
to prevent vapour locking with the 
volatile fuels. This was particularly 
important when the pump was fitted in 
an inclined position and had also been 
incorporated in the pumps now offered 
for multi-fuel engines 
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To burn petrol satisfactorily, the 
combustion chamber of a _  multi-fuel 
engine should have as small a surface 
area as possible, and be kept at a high 
operating temperature even under light 
load conditions. This should be com- 
bined with a low rate of heat loss during 
compression and the subsequent ignition 
period. The long-stroke direct-injection 
engine with a fairly high compression 
ratio met such a stipulation quite well. 

The KRNO6 engine, which had also 
been tested in naturally aspirated form, 
had originally been designed to main- 
tain a high cylinder-block temperature 
of about 185° F. to reduce wear. This 
characteristic, combined with the com- 
pact combustion chamber and _ 1.37-to-! 
stroke-to-bore ratio, made it suitable for 
multi-fuel operation without the necessity 
of modification. 

In naturally aspirated form, 
the engine would start satis- 
factorily on petrol at tem- 
peratures down to 0° C. 
Starting aids were required 
for colder conditions. Once 
started, the engine tended to 
knock for a few seconds, 


but would quickly settle 
down at a_ noise level 
slightly lower than when 


running on derv. 

Light-grey exhaust smoke 
occurred when starting from 
cold, but this disappeared as 
the engine warmed up and 
was entirely absent during 
normal operation. This also 
applied to the turbocharged 
version, and it was apparent 
that the combustion effi- 
ciency of both units was not 
seriously affected at any 
point in the speed range by operation on 
petrol, 

The blown engine using petrol made 
extremely little combustion noise. The 
power unit sounded like a spark-ignition 
petrol engine. 

This appeared to be associated with the 
higher compression pressure and tempera- 
ture of the air charge in the turbocharged 
engine.

Schools Refuse to Learn 


PROMINENT education official, 
A discussing the problem of peak- 

period transport, was heard to 
say: “ Family life in Britain revolves 
around the 9 a.m. school start.” Add 
to this line of thought the fact that 
school teachers’ organizations gener- 
ally are rigidly set against staggered 
hours, and the difficulties of disposing 
of this peak problem are very real. 

Unfortunately, too, from the public 
transport manager's point of view, it 
is not a difficulty which can be tackled 
on a national level. The Ministry of 
Education lay down only certain 
minimum hours per day for the school 
curriculum; decisions as to the start- 
ing and finishing times of the school 
day are left almost entirely to the dis- 
cretion of local education committees. 

One might think it an advantage 
that public transport operators can 
approach the local _ educational 
authority with problems specific to the 
district. In reality, co-operation from 
the schools is often non-existent. 

For example, though Doncaster 
Transport Department, by constant 
campaigning, have achieved some 
success with industry, the education 
authorities recently brought forward 
the opening hour of a school from 
9.20 a.m. to9 a.m. This move, which 
caused much difficulty to the transport 
department, was instituted by a school 
inspector. 


Enlightened View 


At Coventry, the education authori- 
ties have taken a more enlightened 
view and have staggered the starting 
times of a number of schools.. This 
has proved a great benefit and could 
usefully be extended. In one instance, 
the staggering was particularly impor- 
tant where the factory starting time 
was 8.15 a.m., and schoolchildren were 
inclined to leave home with their 
parents in the morning and occupy 
workers’ seats on factory buses. 

In Huddersfield, too, the education 
authority has been most co-operative 
in staggering the starting and finishing 
times of large schools which have been 
built in the suburbs. Not far away, 
at Leeds, however, though a few 
schools have started lessons at 
9.15 a.m., the teaching profession is 
not receptive to an alteration of school 
hours. 

One of the major problems of the 
Western National Omnibus Co., Ltd., 
in south-west England is involved in 
school traffic, particularly in respect of 
the new large central schools. Mr. 
BA 


E. F. Horobin, chief traffic manager, 
believes that large savings could be 
made if some pupils could go to, and 
return from, school at different times 
from others. 

Because the whole problem is made 
up of small entities it is difficult to 
quote figures, but Mr. Horobin 
instances cO-operation where two 
schools are four miles apart. Originally 
three double-deck vehicles were run 
between A and B at 8.40 a.m. and 
three other double-deckers between B 
and A at 8.40 a.m. By staggering the 
starting and leaving times of the two 
schools, it became possible for the 
company to work with three vehicles 
only. These would run from A to B, 
drop one party of scholars, and then 
pick up a second party at B, delivering 
them at A. 


Wrong Kind of Change 


A recent development in Doncaster 
serves to illustrate the difficulties 
which can be caused by the wrong 
kind of change. The Ford Motor Co., 
Ltd., in adopting a shorter working 
week, reduced the lunch break to 
30 minutes, and are finishing at 
4.15 p.m. from Monday to Friday. 
Special buses for the workers formerly 
came from an outlying school which 
finished at 4 p.m., and went straight to 
the works after setting down children 
in the town. 

There is now only 15 minutes 
difference in the finishing times and 
Mr. T. Bamford, general manager 
of Doncaster Transport Depart- 
ment, can visualize a time when 
fathers will finish their day’s work 
before their sons! 

It seems remarkable that, while 
education authorities insist that it is 
unhealthy for a child to have a short 
lunch break which would allow 
schools to start later or finish earlier, 
modern workers and management are 
shortening the lunch period and con- 
centrating the day’s work into a 
shorter, high-pressure operation. 


Embarrassing 
Mr. C. T. Humpidge, general 
manager of Bradford Transport 


Department, also finds timings embar- 
rassing at the morning peak. In some 
instances scholars ride only one fare 
stage, but prevent office workers 
boarding the buses. However, in 
urban districts surrounding the city, 
which are under the control of the 
county council, some schools are now 


Starting at 9.30 a.m., which helps to 
ease the situation. 

Barton Transport, Ltd., Chilwell 
Notts, were among those who spent g 
great deal of time in collaboration 
with Nottingham Chamber of Com. 
merce and the city police, two years 
ago, devising a staggering scheme, 

The virtual abandonment of the 
scheme was a big disappointment, but 
Mr. T. A. Barton, managing director, 
says they were able to arrange a 
degree of staggering with some of the 
smaller factories—and the South East 
Derbyshire Education Committee 
altered school hours by 15 minutes, 
enabling them to reduce some dupli- 
cation. 

At Liverpool, Mr. W. M. Hall, 
general manager of the transport 
department, made a vain approach to 
an Organization representing the large 
stores in the city centre and yet 
achieved a measure of success with the 
education authority, who agreed, two 
years ago, to put back the starting time 
of senior schools in the city to 
9.20 a.m. Because of its unpopularity 
with the teaching staffs, however, even 
this time has been difficult to hold and 
the problem is still acute. 

Mr. G. H. Pulfrey, general manager 
of Hull Transport Department, has 
had good co-operation in staggering 
from the units of an industrial estate 
six miles east of the city, and there is 
some staggering elsewhere. But 9 
far as schools are concerned, resulls 
have been limited. 


Not Retained 


Although the education authority 
accepted the principle of staggering 
during the fuel-economy campaign, 
they have not retained the adjustments 
then made. The chief education 
officer has been advised on several 
occasions that saturation point has 
been reached in the provision of 
school transport facilities at peak 
times, but only minor modifications 
have resulted. The siting of some new 
schools on the outskirts of the city has 
helped, because many scholars requite 
to make a cross-city journey and giv 
reasonable loads on certain outward 
vehicles. 

To return to the original premise of 
the education official that family life 
in Britain revolves around the 9 a.m. 
school start: clearly this dogma will 
have to be overthrown if we are to 
begin tackling the peak problem 
properly.

gathered that the Belgians have made 
themselves extremely comfortable in 
their vast colony. 

No doubt the jungle-covered hinter- 
land is still savage. One local Belgian 
resident in Elisabethville told me that 
when he first went there in 1923 the 
journey | made in 94 hours took him 
three months. But Leopoldville and 
Elisabethville are sophisticated cities, 
well laid-out and with every modern 
amenity. 


No Colour Bar 


True, the macadam highways tend 
to degenerate into dirt roads, which 
themselves become tracks obliterated 
during the seasonal rains, but trans- 
port in the towns is easy and comfort- 
able. There is no official colour bar 
inthe Congo. Africans may travel on 
the same public transport as 
Europeans. 

“May” is the operative word for, 
in fact, the two races do not mingle 
on buses every European 
owns a car—usually of American 
make—or shares one. A car is a 
necessity. The hot, humid climate 
precludes long walks, and even short 
ones were ruled out for an unaccli- 
matized visitor from the London

winter. So the buses in Elisabethville 
carry Africans only, and I believe the 
same is true of Leopoldville. 

Of the 139,000 people of Elisabeth- 
ville, 125,000 are African. The local 
transport concern, Cominiére, S.A.., 
serve this mass of humanity with 12 
buses. The company are. as their title 
indicates, part of the big Katanga 
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The buses are 


mining organization. 
Henschel H.S.160 U.S.L. oil-engined 
single-deckers and all two years old. 
Each has a capacity of 130, 30 sitting 
and 100 standing. 

The company will be taking delivery 
this year of new Leyland buses with 


automatic gearboxes and _ Brossel 
bodies to take 30 seated and 50 stand- 
ing passengers. The Henschels will be 
replaced by these British chassis. 

Each bus has an African driver and 
conductor, who work an eight-hour 
day for which they are paid 55-60 
Congo francs, about 8s. There is a 
unit-fare system. A single ticket costs 
3 Congo francs, about 5d., and a 10- 
trip ticket is 20 Congo francs, approxi- 
mately 2s. 10d. 

The vehicles aggregate nearly 1,200 
miles a day. Six are employed all day, 
whilst the others work at peak periods 
during the early morning, midday and 
evening. Factories and other places of 
work open at about 7 a.m., close at 
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midday for an afternoon siesta and 
reopen in the evening. A few vehicles 
go into service at 10 p.m. to cope with 
night shifts. 

Maintenance of these busy buses is 
a difficult problem. So far, all fore- 
men have been Europeans and mech- 
anics African. Under the pressure of 
events, the company are aiming to 
train Africans as foremen. Africans 
make good drivers, but it takes a long 
time for them to be trained in 
engineering. 

They are put on one small job for 
three or four months at a time, 
repeated to what, to a European, 
would be a heartbreaking monotonous 
extent. At the end of this period the 
student has usually grasped the pro- 
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cess thoroughly and can pass to some- 
thing else. After a long time they are 
given more complicated jobs, but 
further training is still necessary. 

Strict supervision has still to be 
given during the final stages of instruc- 
tion, and if all is well at the end of it 
they are regarded as qualified to work 
under only limited supervision. 

I was able to observe for myself 
that the Africans make good drivers. 
I had a drive of 14 hours to Jadotville 
in a Thames 12-seater driven by a 
polite French-speaking African, 
Kasongo Michel. The vehicle was on 
hire to the Haut Katanga concern by 
a private company named Messrs. Y. 
Ergas—but I suspect that Ergas too 
were part of the Union Miniére. 
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Although I felt happy with Michel's 
driving, I must state that we saw no 
more than half a dozen other vehicles 
on the journey. The road from Elisa- 
bethville to Jadotville is like an 
English secondary road, except that it 
goes dead straight through scrub and 
jungle. Native villages have been set 
up along the route, although they are 
screened from the highway by trees, 

The road would not exist were it 
not for the great ore smelter at Jadot- 
ville. Nearly 2,500 people come from 
all over the world each year to see 
the copper works, and this road is the 
only link with Elisabethville airport 
and railhead. They can, however, 
travel by through train to Cape Town, 
a journey which ‘takes five days.

Rail Traffic Act, 1933, those for the issue of A 

contract licences were sound. Where a trader or 
manufacturer wished to have vehicles at his exclusive 
disposal, but had neither the means nor facilities to 
operate his own, it enabled him to go to a professional 
provider of transport for them, This was sound sense and 
from the customer’s point of view it was in many ways 
more advantageous than diverting capital and other 
resources from his normal line of business. 


However, the provisions 
Abuse 


Le most of the other provisions of the Road and 


relating to A contract licences 

have not always worked out 

as Parliament intended, and at 
times abuses have crept in. 

In many cases it is not the 
trader or manufacturer who has 
sought transport facilities, but 
the vehicle owner who is anxious 
to get additional vehicles on the 
road. It is he who has first 
approached the trader and urged 
or pestered him into giving him a contract so that he could 
apply for such a licence. Naturally he has had to offer an 
inducement, and this generally takes the form of rates well 
below those of the haulier who has done the work 
hitherto. 

One brick manufacturer in the Peterborough district 
used to issue such contracts like handbills to all and 
sundry. A slip was attached which said the contract was 
issued solely for the purpose of enabling the haulier to 
obtain the grant of a licence and did not place any 
liability on the issuing company in respect of traffic or 
rates. Naturally this slip was carefully detached before 
the contract was submitted to the Licensing Authority. 


“ Nothing For You Today ” 

Having entered into such a contract, possibly at agreed 
rates, the haulier would one day be told, “ Sorry, old man, 
I'm afraid that there is nothing for you today.” He would 
then point to other vehicles which were busily loading and 
ask, “What about them?” And the answer? “They 
have offered to do the work below the rate in your contract. 
If you are prepared to come down we'll see what we can 
do.” The poor haulier would then have the choice of 
standing his vehicle up, accepting the lower rate or working 
illegally outside the contract. 

He dare not sue the manufacturer or trader for breach 
of contract, because it was at his own urgent request that 
the contract was given him, and if he tried this method it 
would be the last contract he would ever get from anyone. 
With instalments on his vehicle falling due, he had no real 
option but to knuckle under. He himself only got the 
job at a cut rate and now this rate has been cut still lower. 
He is faced with the prospect of working hard, wearing 
out the vehicle for which he has. not yet paid, and having 
nothing to show for it all in the end. 

Some traders and manufacturers, of course, have two- 
Way traffic and it may be that a contract with one of these, 
at ordinary rates, might show the haulier a modest profit. 
But many have only one-way traffic, and they will not be 
prepared to pay more to the contract licence holder than 
they do to the ordinary A- or B-licensee who, in many 
cases, will be able to arrange back-loads of other traders’ 
goods.

In these circumstances the A contract licensee will 
rarely be in a position to charge sufficient to cover the 
cost of the round trip and he must sooner or later 
become insolvent, have his vehicle taken back by the 
finance house and lose all the instalments he has paid 
on it, 

Faced with this position, however, and appreciating its 
cause, he often applies for an A licence, offering to 
surrender his A contract licence if it is granted. His 
application is, of course, opposed, though usually by all 

too few road operators in his 

district, and when the applica- 
of the tion comes to a public inquiry, 

he endeavours to show that 
there is a need for his services 
because he is now carrying the 
goods. 

He is, of course, supported by 
the customer, who may even 
have put him up to it as he 
doesn't want to lose the benefit 
of the cut rate. The customer's 
evidence is merely that he wishes to dispense with A 
contract operation, probably because he is unable to 
guarantee a reasonable minimum amount of work, and he 
Wishes to revert to the use of ordinary A- or B-licence 
vehicles. 

The reason for his support is not far to seek. Although 
there is little doubt that he was first induced to enter 
into a contract with the applicant on the basis of a cut 
rate, the latter finds he is running at a substantial loss. 

The customer is not prepared to raise the rate, but 
between them they believe that if the A contract licence 
can be changed for an open A licence, not only will the 
haulier be able to carry back-loads and so turn his 
present loss into a profit, but he will be able to offer 
the customer a still lower rate. 

In the absence of effective opposition, the Licensing 
Authority comes to the conclusion that the objectors have 
nothing to lose, as they are not carrying the traffic any- 
way, and the application is granted. In this, he is supported 
by a.number of Transport Tribunal decisions which are 
not particularly helpful to the established operator. 

Unfortunately these tactics are all too often successful, 
to the deiriment of the hauliers who were carrying the 
customer's goods satisfactorily and successfully before the 
A contract licensee came on the scene with his cut rates, 
and in this way it is often the customer, and not the 
Licensing Authority, who decides who shall hold a carrier's 
licence. 


Normal Channel of Entry 


In fact, so many applications of this kind have been 
successful that there is evidence that it is developing into a 
“racket.” It is becoming recognized as a normal channel 
of entry into haulage by a newcomer. 

It is difficult to know how this trend is to be fought, 
especially without any assistance from the Transport 
Tribunal. True, Licensing Authorities have complete dis- 
cretion to grant or refuse; but their decisions are subject 
to appeal. It might strengthen their hand if opposition 
from road operators were greater and more vigorous; but 
hauliers often fear to oppose the protégé of a local 
merchant in case this’should result in a boycott of their own 
services. Add to that the usual apathy or even lack of 
B9 
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knowledge that the application has been made—because 
local operators do not take Applications and Decisions and 
it is not surprising that objections are so few. 

One answer to the problem might be to prohibit the 
consideration of such an _ application. 
be strengthened by the omission of evidence concern- 
ing any traffic carried under the A contract licence, as no 
proof of need had to be submitted in order to obtain

Ruling on Acquisitions 


WO important decisions were made by the Transport Tribunal during 
their sitting in Edinburgh last week. One concerned the acquisition of 

a haulier’s vehicles and their integration into a large organization’s fleet. 
The other was to the effect that the term “agricultural produce ” 
embraced livestock—contrary to a submission made on behalf of the British 


Transport Commission. 


Vehicles Must 
Be Separated 
IX vehicles acquired by Charles 
Alexander and Partners (Transport), 
Ltd.. Aberdeen, would be separately 
classified, said Sir Hubert Hull, president. 
The Commission successfully appealed 
against the Scottish Licensing Authority’s 
grant which allowed the vehicles, 
purchased from Mr. Robert Duncan, 
Elgin, to be re-based and integrated into 
the existing Alexander fleet. 

The Tribunal were told that before the 
acquisition the licences of the six. vehicles 
were restricted to the carriage of general 
goods and livestock within certain 
Scottish counties. 

It seemed, said Sir Hubert, that the 
fact that a large general fleet was 
involved had to be put out of mind. 
“We do not think that there are obvious 
commercial conveniences involved in 
having all vehicles under one hand,” he 
added. 


* Agricultural Produce” 
Means Livestock 


HEN the award of a short-term 
licence to Messrs. Oliver Bros., 
Denhol, near Hawick, Roxburghshire, 


was disputed, the Tribunal made it quite 
clear that the definition of “ agricultural 
produce * on the licence included live- 
stock 

Oliver had sought a substantive licence 
for a third vehicle of 5 tons and a cattle 
conveyor of 2 tons, and to introduce 
the word “livestock ” on the conditions 
for all three of their vehicles. 

For the Commission, respondents to 
the appeal, Mr. R. R. Taylor, Q.C.. 
objected to Oliver’s gaining a_ third 
vehicle, and the request for the new con- 
dition. It was then that the Tribunal 
clarified the definition of “ agricultural 
produce.” 

Witnesses 
increasing 

BIO 


said that there was an 
demand in the area for 


facilities such as those offered by Oliver. 
and Mr. J. B. T. Loudon, for the 
appellants, said that the nearest depot 
of British Road Services and British 
Railways was 14 miles away. 

Because of this, outside contractors had 
to be engaged and farmers complained 
about the long distances these vehicles 
had to travel. 

Mr. Taylor submitted that the short- 
term licence which had been granted was 
correct. But, giving the  Tribunal’s 
decision, Mr. J. C. Poole said that there 
was just sufficient evidence for an extra 
vehicle—but the conditions should not 
include the phrase “to and from Aberdeen 
market.” 


B.T.C. Challenge 


Unsuccessful 

"THREE short-term B licences. granted 
by the Scottish Deputy Licensing 

Authority to Messrs. J. and J. Kemp, 

Mid-Row, Croftouterly, Leslie, Fife, were 

challenged by the B.T.C. but confirmed 

by the Tribunal 

For the B.T.C., Mr. Taylor said that 
Kemp were running a fleet of 12 
A-licensed vehicles. but they had such a 
large amount of sub-contracting work that 
the Authority had described them as 
being almost in the category of clearing- 
house operators. They had regularly used 
five A-licensed vehicles belonging to 
Messrs. Morris Young, Perth, 

In March last year Kemp stopped 
employing Young. In a written statement, 
the Authority said that Young had with- 
drawn facilities, but Mr. Taylor submitted 
that Young ceased to be employed by 
Kemp. To fill the gap, Kemp applied for 
five short-contract B licences, and was 
granted three. 

Mr. Taylor submitted that the B.T.C. 
had proved their case because the defi- 
ciency could be met by existing facilities 
from three sources. These were partly by 
Young, by the railways for big loads and 
B.R.S. 

Giving decision, Prof. D. F. Macdonald 


said that it seemed that the facts, as they 
appeared to the satisfaction of the 
Authority, had been confirmed and that 
the facilities which had been withdrawp 
needed to be replaced. 


Two Tippers 
Suspended 
WO tippers belonging to A, R 
Adamson, Ltd., were suspended by 
the Tribunal as a penalty for working 
outside their normal user when an appeal 
was brought by the B.T.C. against the 
grant of an A licence for seven flat lorries 
and four tippers. 

Giving decision, Sir Hubert Hull said 
that in 1954 the respondents, who took 
over the family business as a limited com- 
pany, applied for and obtained an A 


licence for nine vehicles, two of them 
tippers. 

They promised that they would carry 
sugar, tiles, coal, dross, cattle feed, 


building materials, bricks, and manures, 
lime and fruit within 25 miles of base, 
and within 40 miles under the existing 
grants. 

It was known that the company were 
carrying fruit to Newcastle upon Tyne, 
well outside the 40-mile radius, but they 
“thought this was lawful. The 1954 
licence was due to expire in 1959, and 
Adamson had lodged the application in 
respect of 11 vehicles, four of them 
tippers, said Sir Hubert. 

It had been wrongly supposed at the 
inquiry that an accountant’s certificate, 
giving particulars of the division of work 
done during the year ending January 31, 
1959, indicated how much had been done 
within the scope of the previous normal 
user declaration and how much outside it 

Sir Hubert disagreed. The evidence 
produced did not give particulars of tom 
nage or earnings from each operation. 

The Tribunal had had an admission 
from the respondents that the tippers had 
carried road and building materials from 
places 75-80 miles away. “ Therefore,” 
said Sir Hubert, “ we have come to the 
conclusion that a penalty should b 
imposed which will prevent them, for @ 
time, from reaping the full fruits of their 
infraction.” The suspension would rua 
from Monday.

They are badly constructed, mainly because of 
unladen-weight restrictions imposed by Parliament and the 
Licensing Authorities, but, at the moment, I am concerned 
principally with tyres. 

The circumferences of the tyres used on British haulage 
vehicles are far too small and cannot withstand the excessive 
heat created by fast travel on MI. Mercedes commercial 
vehicles operated on the Continent have tyres twice the cir- 
cumference of those used by British manufacturers. We 
have found that tyre after tyre is ruined on the motorway 


after less than 10,000 miles of service and, as a consequence,. 


our tyre costs have risen by more than half since the opening 
of Ml. 

J also have it at the back of my mind that the motorway 
provides a wonderful alibi for the driver of the commercial 
vehicle who is not willing to look after his tyres properly. 
For instance, I foresee that a driver could run on a 
puncture and ruin a tyre completely when he was in, say, 
the Potteries. When his employer tackled him on his 
attival in London, he could say that the puncture occurred 
on the motorway and he could not pull up immediately, 
because the police or some other authority moved him to 
the nearest layby two miles away, as a consequence of 
which he had no option but to ruin the tyre. 

I speak not only for this company, but for many of my 
haulier friends, who have also had to ban their vehicles 
from using the motorway, not so much because of accidents, 
as Janus said, as because of excessive tyre wear. Until the 
manufacturer is prepared, at economic cost, to provide the 
proper tool to run on motorways, the vehicles owned by 
this company will stay off it. In these days of keen com- 
petition it would be impossible to pass on to customers 
the extra tyre cost created by the use of the motorway in 
order to reduce the journey time very slightly.

After a certain amount of correspondence and visits 
from area committee members, when I had an opportunity 
to air my grievances, I was persuaded to continue my 
membership and subsequently was elected to the London 
Area committee. I have attended nearly every meeting in 
the past five years and cannot reiterate too much the fact 
that everything that takes place at these meetings is for 
the ultimate benefit of the whole of the coaching industry. 

The amount of time and money freely spent by 
some of the leading representatives on committees and the 
national council and at various conferences is out of all 
proportion to the advantages they can personally gain. 
It is a great pity that operators such as A. Pearce and Co. 
do not realize what is being done on their behalf, even 
though they are not members of the P.V.O.A. 

In industry today, it is more essential than ever for a 
business to belong to its own trade association. It is only 
by the united efforts and financial support of all that the 
voice of that trade can be heard. 

The P.V.O.A. cannot do more than offer the opportunity 
of membership to all those engaged in the operation of 
coaches. If, however, there is a shred of truth in the 
statement that the Association are out of touch, it can 
only be because some companies dissociate themselves 
from the very organization that is there for the sole 
purpose of helping them.

No General Sanction 
for Beam Carrier 


A DESCRIPTION of a four-wheel-steering long beam 

transporter published in The Commercial Motor on 
February 19 says: “ The first vehicle produced has received 
Ministry of Transport approval and can be used on the 
road when steering action of one axle is locked.” 

This information is incorrect. The vehicle: concerned 
{made by Simmons Engineering, Botley Road, West End, 
Southampton] does not comply with the Motor Vehicles 
(Construction and Use) Regulations, 1955, as amended, and 
its use on the roads is permitted only on the issue of a 
special Order by the Minister under Section 3 of the Road 
Traffic Act, 1930. So far, only one special Order has been 
issued authorizing the vehicle to be moved on the roads, 
subject to certain conditions and restrictions, for two speci- 
fied journeys. The question of further movements by road 
of this and similar vehicles will receive consideration, but 
no assurance can be given at this stage that the necessary 
authority will be granted.

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ONE MORE AXLE 
—Three More Tons 


As announced in “* The Commercial Motor” dated March 
25, Vauxhall Motors, Ltd., have approved two six-wheeler 
conversions for certain Bedford normal- and forward-control 
7-ton chassis. Each type has been fully road-tested by John 
Moon. This is his report on the performance of a vehicle 
modified by the Primrose Third Axle Co., Ltd., Clitheroe, 
Lancs. 


RIEF details published on March 25 indicated the 
Bites. economical performance given on test by the 

Bedford-Primrose six-wheeler with a payload of 10} 
tons. My trial proved, furthermore, that, although not 
intended for cross-country running, the Primrose bogie has 
good off-the-road traction characteristics. 

Unlike many modifications of this type, the two 
Vauxhall-approved assemblies have been designed by 
Vauxhall Motors in conjunction with the conversion con- 
cerns. Not only has this reduced the number of non- 
standard components used, but the development work has 
produced a particularly well-matched braking system. The 
efficiency of this was shown by the Primrose conversion’s 
ability to stop from 30 m.p.h. in 55 ft. 

The Primrose conversion looks complex because of its 
trailing quarter-elliptic springs and coil springs, and _ its 
special hydraulic distribution system. Brief inspection of 
the layout, however, shows this impression to be false. 
The simplicity of the system belies its effectiveness. 

The vehicle offered for test was based on a Bedford 
SLI 13-ft.-wheelbase forward-control 7-ton chassis, which, 
in basic form, has a gross weight rating of 10 tons 54 cwt. 
The price of the chassis-cab with Bedford oil engine is 
£1,143. 

The Bedford two-speed axle is mandatory for either of 
the conversions. This is because the single-speed axle has 
a maximum load rating of 7 tons 11} cwt.. whereas the 
two-speed axle’s load rating is just over 8 tons. The price 
of this axle puts £95 on to the basic chassis price, added 
to which there is another £10 15s. for the Bedford chassis 
flitch plates to which the Primrose extension members 
are attached. The Primrose-conversion price is £537, 
making £1,785 15s. in all. 

These chassis extensions are } in. thick and 10! in. 
deep with 3-in.-wide flanges. The extensions are butt- 
welded to the flitch plates and riveted to the side members

at appropriate points. No 
flitch plates are offered with 
certain of the chassis suit- 
able for conversion (the J6S, 
J6L and SE models), in 
which case Primrose use 
long channel extension 
members extending to the 
back of the cab, but with 
their lower flanges removed 
forward of the bogie so 
that the effective section at 
this point corresponds to 
the normal Bedford flitch 
plates. 
The standard rear-axle 
main and helper springs are 
retained for the conversion. Cast-steel brackets are 
attached to the side members behind the rear hanger 
brackets. These provide the pivots for the trailing leaf 
springs, which locate the trailing axle and absorb braking 
torque. Loading on the third axle is carried by two main 
coil springs with a rating of 1,500 lb. per in. Lateral 
location of the axle is given by curved slides, against which 
the outer edges of the trailing leaves’ ends bear. Telescopic 
dampers with a working stroke of 9 in. are added. 

The hydraulic compensating device consists of two 
hydraulic cylinders mounted vertically between the chassis 
frame and the driving axle, and piped to two other cylinders 
at the top of the “funnels ~ which house the upper ends 
of the coil springs. The pistons of these rear cylinders 
act upon the tops of the coil springs through a simple 
arrangement of buttons and locating collars. 


ee 
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The operation of the system is fairly straightforward. As 
the load on the driving axle is increased, the forward 
cylinders are compressed and fluid is forced into the rear 
cylinders, so deflecting the coil springs below their normal 
unladen length. Thus as the loading on the rear bogie 
increases, the relative weight distribution between the 
driving and trailing axles is automatically adjusted from a 
ratio of 2.7 to 1 unladen to 1.8 to 1 laden. 

This ensures that traction is maintained by the driving 
axle when the vehicle is empty, as well as reducing unneces- 
sary tyre wear and scrub at the trailing wheels. When 
laden the 1.8 to 1 distribution maintains a high proportion 
of the load on the driving wheels for traction, and gives 
a satisfactory share of loading among the eight tyres. 

A failing of many early third-axle conversions was the 
inadequacy of the braking system. Today it is widely 
accepted that the standard vehicle servo cannot provide 
enough power for an additional pair of brakes, and an extra 
servo is frequently fitted. The relationship of this to the 
standard servo is important, however, and much of the 
development work carried out by Vauxhall engineers on 
this conversion has been associated with the braking system. 


Effective Braking System 

The resulting combination is effective but simple. The 
normal Bedford tandem hydraulic master cylinder is 
retained, and this is boosted by the standard Clayton 
Dewandre upright-vacuum servo. The tandem cylinder 
operates the front- and trailing-axle brakes through indepen- 
dent hydraulic circuits. A separate hydraulic circuit is 
added for the driving-axle brakes and it is boosted by a 
Clayton Dewandre Hydrovac suspended-vacuum servo 
controlled by the line pressure in the main braking system. 

Thus the axle-which is carrying the most weight of the 
three receives the most braking and this holds true whether 
the vehicle is laden or empty because of. the hydraulic 
compensating system. The hand-brake linkage is also 
simple but was effective enough to produce a retardation 
meter reading of 40 per cent. when applied from 20 m.p.h. 
The layout incorporates a conventional compensator on the 
trailing-axle beam controlled through a cable fed from 
an additional compensator at the base of the hand-brake 
lever. The other side of this compensator actuates the 
driving-axle brakes through the normal linkage. 

The Primrose trailing axle consists of Bedford driving- 
axle tubes joined together by an additional central tube 
(which replaces the differential case of the normal axle). 
Standard hubs, bearings. brake drums and brake assemblies 
are retained.

class of vehicle. and for both sets of tests the two-speed 
axle was left in low ratio. The direct-drive acceleration 
performance was particularly good in view of the com- 
paratively small engine, and the engine and transmission 
were perfectly smooth in this set of ratios at road speeds 
down to 8 m.p.h. 

Two sets of fuel-consumption figures were taken over the 
usual Bedford six-mile undulating test course between 
Barton and Clophill. I drove for the first test and had fairly 
clear traffic conditions. Without exceeding 33 m.p.h., I 
was able to maintain an average speed of 26.9 m.p.h., the 
resulting consumption rate being 12.6 m.p.g. 

Prebble drove for the second test and encountered rather 
more traffic, which dropped the average speed to 25.1 m.p.h. 
but improved the consumption rate to 13.2 m.p.g. Both 
Prebble and I had to engage third-low when ascending the 
northern side of the hill at Clophill. 

For the hill-climbing tests, the vehicle was taken to 
Bison Hill, a }-mile incline with an average gradient of 
| in 104 and sections of up to 1-in-6} severity. 

The climb was made in an ambient temperature of 
44° F. and lasted 5 minutes 54 seconds. This is a good 
time for a vehicle of this power-weight ratio and is only 
1} minute longer than the time taken by a standard 
Bedford 7-tonner with slightly higher axle ratios running 
at a gross weight of 10 tons 124 cwt. 

The ascent raised the engine-coolant temperature from 
its normal 155° F. to 162° F., which indicates that the 
engine is by no means under-cooled and that the vehicle 
would be quite suitable for continuous hill working in 
much higher ambient temperatures. The lowest ratio used 
during the climb was bottom-high. This was engaged for 
24 minutes, and the minimum road speed on the steepest 
section was 4 m.p.h. 


Fade Resistance Check 


To check for fade resistance, I coasted the six-wheeler 
down the hill in neutral, using the foot brake to restrict 
the maximum speed to 20 m.p.h. On the lower slopes of 
the hill, where the gradient is not so severe, I engaged top 
gear ‘and applied full throttle to give the brakes something 
to work against. The total time of the descent was 
2 minutes 24 seconds. 

The Tapley meter gave a reading of 45 per cent. after 
a 20 m.p.h. “crash” stop at the bottom of the hill. This 
showed comparatively good anti-fade characteristics in view 
of the severity of the test. Exactly the same retardation 
rate was achieved with the 7-tonner tested in August, 
1958, on the same hill. The pedal travel had increased by 
3} in., and recovery from fade was fairly rapid. 

Returning to the |-in-64 section, I stopped the vehicle 
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and the hand brake held it on this slope with ease. I was 
surprised at being able to make a restart in bottom-high, 
as I had quite expected to have to use bottom-low. The 
vehicle crawled away from this slope reasonably well, 
which indicated that gradients of 1 in 5 should not present 
starting difficulties in bottom-low. 

Traction tests were carried out on the approach to some 
waste ground at the back of the Vauxhall works. The 
gradient on the road leading up to this is such that at least 
one other six-wheeler conversion investigated by Vauxhall 
engineers, before the decision was made to adopt the 
Primrose and the other, failed to reach the test slopes. 

The site of the test was on a short 1-in-5 loose-surfaced 
bank, and although the off-side trailing-axle wheel came 
clear of the ground for an instant, the vehicle successfully 
surmounted this obstacle when travelling forward. 


Slight Wheelspin 


The real test was in reverse, however. When backing 
towards the bank, slight wheelspin occurred, and once on 
the slope the off-side driving wheel came clear of the 
ground. But traction was restored when the hydraulic 
compensation linkage forced it down, and the bank was 
surmounted—an excellent performance. 

As a final test, a check was made on the rolling resist- 
ance of the vehicle to see whether the trailing axle was 
causing any undue resistance. The meter gave a reading 
of 37 lb. per ton when the resistance was checked at 20 
m.p.h. in top gear, and this result is littke more than 
normally obtained with the standard Bedford 7-tonner. It 
can be assumed that the Primrose conversion has little 
adverse effect in this respect. 

So far as handling is concerned, I was impressed with 
the lightness of the steering. Six-wheelers are prone to 
heavy steering, but in the case of this conversion the front- 
axle loading is } ton less than that of the normal Bedford 
7-tonner, though castor action was not reduced and there 
was no tendency towards steering wander. 

The vehicle rode extremely steadily and there was little 
roll on corners. At one stage I sat comfortably on the 
test weights immediately over the rear bogie. Little 
bounce occurred, mainly because of the provision of 
telescopic dampers at each of the three axles. 

The brake-pedal action was firm without being hard, 
and little travel was necessary to attain full braking 
efficiency when the drums were cold. On this particular 
chassis the changing characteristics of the Bedford two- 
speed axle were a little sluggish, but this is unusual for 
this axle, which normally gives extremely fast, clean 
changes. A maximum speed of 45 m.p.h. was recorded on 
the open road.

This bold simplification 
was made by Mr. Gilbert J. Ponsonby, of the London 
School of Economics, in a lecture to the Royal Society of 
Arts on the structure and organization of the transport 
system. Mr. Ponsonby sees the comparatively modest 
measure of denationalization brought in by the Conserva- 
tives as a decisive battle, a watershed dividing the age of 
the Ivory Tower from the age of free enterprise and 
competition. 

Although there may be reservations on details, 
Mr. Ponsonby in general makes his case good. He may 
be going too far in suggesting that the tendency towards 
large size, controlled monopoly and_ centralization 
“reflected a big majority of public opinion” throughout 
the period from 1920 to 1952. This was true in the early 
days. The amalgamation of the railways in 1921 was 
generally approved. Mr. Ponsonby makes the point that 
the London Passenger Transport Act, 1933, was introduced 
by a Socialist Minister of Transport, carried further by a 
Liberal, and finally approved under a _ predominantly 
Conservative Government. The prevailing wind was 
unmistakable at that time, but had already begun to 
change within a year or two after the end of the war. 

In the same way there have been checks to free enterprise 
since 1953. Only three years later came an Act of 
Parliament putting a stop to the disposal of the assets of 
British Road Services. There is no doubt that this legisla- 
tion was against the general trend. If the politicians 
thought it was good politics to act on the proposal of 
certain Conservatives and to sell off the remainder of 
B.R.S., as well as other bits and pieces now owned by the 
British Transport Commission, the public would be in 
agreement. 

Politics come very prominently into the picture painted 
by Mr. Ponsonby, who observes that no branch of industry 
can be said with more truth to have been “the sport of 
politics * than road haulage. He notes two main influences 
that have helped to shape the structure of transport. There 
has been the market factor dependent upon a free associa- 
tion between willing buyers and willing sellers; and there 
has been the market factor dependent upon a free associa- 
and degree of monopoly thought to be required for the 
provision of public services.

Prolonged Supremacy 


Mr. Ponsonby has several reasons for the prolonged 
supremacy of the influence of the State as against the 
market factor. There were many “rivulets of thought,” 
as he puts it. Among them were the alleged wastefulness 
of competition, the supposed economies of large-scale 
operation, and political dogma. Most persistent was the 
assumed desirability of what it is the fashion to call “ cross- 
subsidization,” -whereby one form of transport supports 
another, or one traffic is carried at a high profit so that 
another traffic can be run at a loss. So long as this was 
the policy, says Mr. Ponsonby, it dictated the degree of 
monopoly and the size, and they may not have been the 
best from the point of view of providing an efficient service. 

What Mr. Ponsonby avoids saying is that the habits of 
thought that influenced politicians of all parties until 
recently were those of the railways, carefully propagated 
over as wide a field as possible. True competition is 
difficult among railways and more often than not is 


obviously wasteful. They had come to accept the idea of 
BIs 


a monopoly as the natural culmination of their evolution 
over the best part of a century. The idea was tenacious, 
it did not readily die when a new competitor came on the 
scene, and it was obviously useful as a means of curbing 
that competitor’s activities. We shall never know how far 
the railwaymen’s disgust at the coming of the road operator 
was genuine and how far it was hypocritical. 

The struggle has been not merely between control by the 
State and control by the market. It has also been between 
the railway mentality and the road mentality. The proper 
distinction between passenger and goods traffic is another 
factor. Because both are carried by rail, the idea was held 
for a long time that both could be treated in the same way, 
Even as late as 1947, the Labour Government, in their 
Transport Act passed that year, had plans for area passen- 
ger boards. The reasoning appeared to be that, if road 
haulage were to be nationalized, 10ad passenger transport 
must follow suit, and there was even to be a single 
Executive to control both. 


Becoming Appreciated 

What is revealing in Mr. Ponsonby’s analysis is the 
relatively small space that he gives to the railways. Ina 
sense this may be regarded as an acknowledgment that 
road transport is now more important and that the gap will 
increase as time goes on. The significance of the surveys 
of goods transport carried out by the Ministry of Transport 
in 1952 and 1958 is now becoming generally appreciated. 
Up to about the year 1953 selected by Mr. Ponsonby as 
decisive, the volume of traffic carried by rail, whether 
reckoned in tons or ton-miles, kept ahead of the road total. 
The situation is now reversed. 

Mr. Ponsonby is unduly cautious on the subject of 
politics. If asked what he regarded as the right size for 
an undertaking in any one branch of transport, his reply 
would be: “It all depends on whether or not you want a 
system of which cross-subsidization, mutual financial 
support and the provision of unremunerative services are to 
be permanent features.” He catalogues the choice as a 
matter of politics and not economics. This seems a 
dangerous principle, for it assumes that the divergence of 
opinion on transport will never be resolved. 

When driven into a corner, individual Socialists have 
argued, with more ingenuity than conviction, that 
nationalized transport should be a service before anything 
else, and that whether it makes a profit or not is a secondary 
consideration. The more general view of the Labour party 
has been—and has had to be—that their politics are also 
sound economics. They proclaimed the belief in 1947 that 
nationalized transport would be more efficient than free 
enterprise and would pay its way. If they can be persuaded 
to see that this was a mistake, there is still a hope that 
transport can be taken out of politics. Otherwise, they 
will be left with no criterion by which to judge whether 
transport nationalization is good or bad, and will be all 
the more inclined to keep it as part of their permanent 
policy. 

Leaving politics on one side, the question posed by 
Mr. Ponsonby answers itself. There is no most appro- 
priate size for the country as a whole, whether for goods 
or passenger traffic. Quality is just as important as cost, 
so that Mr. Ponsonby’s reply is simply that the organization 
“which, in the opinion of the customers, can give best 
value for money,” in the sense of providing the most 
popular or preferred type of service, should be regarded as 
the most appropriate. 
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Vehicle 


LTHOUGH concerned with only 

one branch of short-distance work, 

a report, “Collection and Delivery,” 
published this week by the technical pro- 
duction and costing committee of the 
Institute of British Launderers contains 
much information that is widely 
applicable. 

This is especially so as regards the 
committee’s recommendations on vehicle 
design. The cab floor should be as low 
as possible, and the cab height 5 ft. 6 in. 
or, in bigger vehicles, 6 ft. A badly 
designed step caused a driver to take over 
50 per cent. longer to enter and leave 
the cab. A step should be wide enough 
to take the whole foot and not just the 
sole, and extend the full length of the 
door. 

It was not unusual, says the report, for 
a driver to leave and enter a van on 300 
occasions during an eight-hour day, so 
that a bad step added 3 per cent. to his 
time. Using a good step 100 times took 
5.35 minutes less than a bad step. Time 
taken to enter a cab with a low floor and 
no step was the same as for a cab with 
a well-designed step. 

Sliding doors are recommended for 
cabs, and it should be possible to open 
them to a position behind the driving seat 
and remain locked. There should be 
unhindered access across the floor of the 
cab and behind the seat into the body. 


* Distinct Handicap ” 


The committee favour steering-column 
gear levers, and hand brakes mounted 
horizontally and not extending beyond 
or above the driving seat. ‘“‘ The position 
of the engine with the forward-drive type 
of van is a distinct handicap to free 
access either across the cab or to the 
van body,” it is stated. 

The type of engine installed affected 
times spent on rounds. A battery-electric 
took 3.98 seconds to start and 3.33 
seconds to stop, a total of 7.31 seconds, 
or 12.18 minutes per 100 occasions. This 
represented 2.53 per cent. of an eight- 
hour day with 100 calls. A petrol engine 
took 4.96 seconds to start and 3.87 
seconds to stop, a total of 8.83 seconds, 
or 14.72 minutes per 100 occasions. This 
represented 3.07 per cent. of a day. 

The diesel engine showed up the 
poorest in this respect, but by only a 
small margin. Its slowness in warming 
up and more rapid heat loss when idle, 
compared with the petrol engine, are 
given as the reasons. It took 5.37 seconds 
to start a diesel and 4.17 seconds to stop, 
totalling 9.54 seconds, or 15.9 minutes 
per 100 occasions—3.3 per cent. of a day. 

[he committee praise the use of trans- 
lucent plastics roof panels for adequate 
illumination of the body interior, but 
Tegret that most vehicle designs do not 
Permit direct access from the cab into 
the body.

Design 


When there was easy access to the 
body from the cab, it took a driver 
29.68 seconds to obtain a parcel from 
the interior and, later, deposit a parcel 
of soiled linen. (This applied to a van 
without shelves or racks.) When it was 
not possible for the driver to reach the 
body from the cab and he had to use 
the rear aperture, the time for the same 
operation was 35.13 seconds. 

Half-width doors are best for enclosing 
rear apertures, says the report. They are 
considered less fatiguing to operate than 
full-width doors, roller shutters or tail- 
boards in combination with curtains. 
Hampers, however, could not easily be 
carried through half-width doors. 

A special recommendation is that a 
ledge should be fitted in a cab to enable 
writing to be done easily. A suitably 
designed box for pencils, labels and 
receipts should also be provided. 

“The importance of a well-organized 
route cannot be too strongly stressed,” it 
is stated. “This can be achieved by 
plotting the calls on to a suitable scale 
map by means of coloured pins; the com- 
parative mileage of differently routed 
journeys can then be measured in order 
to determine the shortest distances.” 

Van journeys were frequently laid out 
in a series of triangles radiating from 
the laundry and it was noticeable that 
the density of calls thinned out at the 
farthest distances. A more productive 
density of calls usually followed if the 
journeys were formed in a series of 
“rings ” emanating from the laundry. 

Each van’s route should be regularly 
reviewed as customers were continually 
being gained and lost. A_ properly 
designed van, says the report, enables

10-15 per cent. more calls to be made 
than if a less’ satisfactory type is 
employed. 

The value of an assistant varied accord- 
ing to the kind of work. Assuming the 
driver to be fully occupied during a nine- 
hour day, an assistant worked effectively 
for 45-50 per cent. at a density of 10 
calls per mile, 55-60 per cent. at 20 calls 
per mile, and nearly 65 per cent. at 30-40 
calls per mile. 

The book includes a table showing 
how 156 seconds which a driver may 
spend on a collection-and-delivery call is 
built up. This is as follows: stop engine, 
3.87; leave cab, 2.97; walk round van and 
obtain parcel, 21.5; walk to customer's 
door, 25.35; time spent at customer's 
door, 63.21; walk back to van, 25.35; 
enter van, 3.79; put soiled linen in van, 5; 
start engine. 4.96. 


Time Allowance 

On delivery work, a driver should be 
allotted 5.5 minutes per mile plus 0.2 
minute per call. The allowance for a 
driver and assistant should be 9.6 minutes 
per mile plus 0.35 minute per call. 

The report sets out detailed figures for 
the operating costs of laundry vehicles 
and contains advice about hiring trans- 
port. This appeared to be a better pro- 
position when a laundry’s existing vans 
were reaching the end of their life than 
when they were fairly new. 

The annual standing charges and the 
running costs per mile for the following 
types of vehicle are given: 15-cwt. petrol, 
£932 15s.; 4.2d.: 15-cwt. diesel, £951 3s.; 
3.1d.: 30-cwt. petrol, £952 19s.; 5.7d.: 30- 
cwt. diesel, £963 18s.; 4.3d.: 1-ton battery- 
electric, £1,059 17s.: 2.5d. 

Comparable figures for hired transport 
are stated to be: 30-cwt. petrol, £1,036 2s.. 
7.5d.: 30-cwt. diesel, £1,042 2s.; 5.5d.

G.P.O. Halve Time 


OLLOWING a complete review of the 

cleaning, lubricating and minor repair 
duties carried out by their drivers, the 
Post Office are to reduce the time allowed 
for this work from six hours a week to 
three. 

In a letter to the men’s union, the Post 
Office say that despite steady development 
in vehicle design, they have made no 
changes in cleaning arrangements for 
many years. 

Principal changes in the cleaning 
schedule include: No more polishing. 
Previously a complete polish was given 
every four weeks. Sweeping interior of 
cab twice weekly instead of three times 
a week. Cleaning easily accessible parts 
of engine and gearbox, previously per- 
formed weekly, changed to every four 
weeks. Cleaning chassis reduced from 


once a week to every four weeks. Lubri- 
cation to be done every two weeks instead 
of every week. 

In addition, minor repairs which were 


for Servicing Vans 


carried out by the drivers are to be trans- 
ferred to the workshop staff. This includes 
cleaning and topping up the battery. 

Weekly times now allowed for this 
work are: Washing (twice weekly)—1 
hour 40 min.; sweeping out cab (twice 
weekly)—20 min.; cleaning engine (every 
four weeks)—10 min.; cleaning chassis 
(every four weeks)—10 min.; lubrication 
(every two weeks)—20 min.; inspecting 
tyres and removing flints (every two 
weeks)—15 min. 

One hour a day, three days a week. 
will be allowed for the schedule. 

The Post Office say that although the 
time allowed for washing is sufficient for 
larger vans, 80 per cent. of their vans 
are small ones. 

They have also told the men’s union 
that only about 2 per cent. of Post 
Office vans do more than 2,000 miles in 
a four-week period. In view of this, 
lubrication of the chassis can: safely be 
extended to 1,500 miles.

MAINTENANCE Made Easy 


need to adjust long-established maintenance policies are 

comprehensive credit finance facilities, which permit more 
frequent replacement of fleets, and the subsequent decrease in 
the need for major overhauls. 

Having re-assessed the maintenance requirements of his fleet, 
an operator would normally have three broad alternatives as to 
how to carry out the work. 

Maintenance could be reduced simply to servicing, by 
frequent replacement of vehicles. Apart from saving the cost 
of major overhauls, the operator need not burden himself with 
expensive garage equipment. Many successful operators, how- 
ever, prefer to have complete control of the maintenance of 
their vehicles. Adequate repair staff and facilities are provided 
and a preventive maintenance policy is usually adopted. 

Though formerly accepted as the most economic and reliable 
means of keeping vehicles operational, this system can be 
overdone. One reason could be that the original estimate of 
the probable life of vehicles was either too conservative or 
had not taken into account subsequent technical advances. 


Another Method 


Another method is for the operator to do his own main- 
tenance, but to rely only on drivers’ reports and periodic 
fitters’ tests to determine what work shall be done. 

When vehicles are replaced frequently, even the servicing may 
be done by the local garage in accordance with manufacturers’ 
schemes. The operator is then relieved of even this responsi- 
bility and only the hire of vehicles would further reduce 
responsibility for the supply and upkeep of his fleet. By 
employing agents to carry out servicing and light maintenance, 
the recording of these items of running cost would consist of 
an analysis of the invoices received from the garage concerned. 

The practicability of a preventive maintenance scheme may 
well depend on the type and make of vehicle, and the work 
on which it is employed. These factors will influence the 
mileage at which the various degrees of maintenance become 
necessary.

A MONG the several factors which have a bearing on the 


Main objectives of preventive maintenance are to eliminate 
unscheduled delays in operation and to provide a steady flow 
of work for the fitting staff. The latter requirement calls for 
sufficient groups of similar vehicles to allow a regular plan 
of work to be carried out. Even then, if these were liable 
to be engaged on widely differing types of work it would be 
difficult to determine, in advance, the mileage at which it 
would be economic to carry out specified maintenance tasks. 


Side of Safety 

Even greater responsibility is called for in planning the 
maintenance of road transport vehicles because public safety 
is involved and the person charged with this responsibility 
should tend to err on the side of safety. Shrewd judgment is 
required to draw a fair balance between excessive caution 
which could provide a cover for inefficiency, and a standard of 
roadworthiness which would give a satisfactory and economic 
service to the customer. 

If the operator’s circumstances are such that a policy of 
preventive maintenance would meet his needs, it is then 
necessary to draw up a schedule of tasks, of increasing 
thoroughness, undertaken on a basis of time or mileage. !n 
practice, this may well apply to an established haulier whose 
average weekly mileages tend to be similar. 

The basis of such a scheme would be the manufacturer's 
hand-book, but because most fleets have variations in type, and 
possibly make, it will be convenient to devise a workable 
compromise in the interest of standardization. 

Allowing for such variations, the following schedules suggest 
the manner in which a preventive maintenance scheme could 
be drawn up: Dependent upon the average weekly mileage, 
schecule A could be carried out, say. fortnightly, schedule B. 
every two months, schedule C, half yearly and schedule D. 
annually. Appropriate forms should be drawn up. : 

The schedule A form could be headed “ Vehicle number

“Service.” For easy reference, these are first listed numerically. 
In the next column are detailed the services performed. These 
are as follows: 

Lubricate all points detailed in the manufacturer's chart: 
Wash vehicle and clean interior of cab; Check for loose road- 
wheel nuts and body bolts; Tyres—check pressures, including 
spare, and examine for wear and cuts; Check and top up brake 
fluid level; Report on engine; Report on brakes; Report on 
steering; Report on transmission; Report on charging rate. 
starter, lamps, horn, screen-wiper and traffic indicators. 


Ticked Off 


The third vertical column alongside the 10 servicing items 
allows a tick or initials when the work has been completed. 
The fourth column is used to report any additional defects 
under the various headings. 

Beneath this section the fitter certifies the complete service 
and enters whatever spares have been required. In some 
organizations, however, particularly where drivers are allocated 
to one vehicle only, they are permitted to do some of thei 
own maintenance. It would then be the driver who certified 
that the work had been done. 

The form used for schedule B has a similar heading and ts 
again divided into four vertical columns, but there are now 
seven service duties to be performed. 

These are: Engine—Check for oil and fuel locks, check 
and clean plugs, check valve and tappet clearances and distri- 
butor leads, clean and adjust points, adjust clutch pedal travel. 
lubricate water pump. Brakes—Test and adjust. Steering—Test 
and check for slack bolts. Transmission—Top up gearbox and 
back axle, grease hubs. Body and chassis—Examine springs 
and U-bolts, tighten all nuts, bolts and road-spring clips, tighten 
screws on doors, hinges, and bonnet fastenings, top up shock 
absorbers. Tyres—Examine and rotate as required. Electrical 
equipment—Check dynamo, starter, lamps, horn, screen-wiper 
and traffic indicators, lubricate starter motor. 

As schedules C and D are much more comprehensive, they 
will invariably be carried out by fitting staff and will include 
a road test report which is divided into nine items and listed 
on the reverse side of the form. The items read: Engine: 
Gearbox; Transmission; Back axle; Brakes; Steering; Road 
springs; Electrical system; Bodywork. Provision is made for 
reports before and after servicing. 

The main section of the form for schedule C details the 
seven services to be performed. They are: Engine—Carry out 
schedule B service; check fuel pumps and clean filters, tighten 
cylinder-head nuts and manifold, drain sump and refill, clean 
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oil filters, renew cartridge, clean air filters, check fan-belt 
tension, flush radiator. Brakes—Carry out schedule B_ service. 
Steering—Carry out schedule B service: check all joints and 
take up play, check front-wheel track. Transmission—Carry 
out schedule B service; check and tighten propeller shafts. 
Body and chassis—Carry out schedule B service, repack road- 
wheel bearings with lubricant, tighten spring shackles, check 
lubrication of speedometer cable, repair body as necessary. 
Tyres—Examine and rotate as required. Electrical equipment— 
Carry out schedule B service. 

The form for schedule D is similarly drawn up to allow 
for a test report and the seven items of servicing now read: 
Engine—Carry out schedule B and C service, clean injectors 
(C.I. engines), decarbonize engine and grind in valves. Brakes— 
Carry out schedule B service, remove drums, check linings. 
Steering—Carry out schedule B and C service. Transmission— 
Carry out schedule B and C service, drain gearbox and back 
axle, and refill, Body and chassis—Carry out schedule B and 
C service. Tyres—Examine, rotate as required. Electrical 
equipment—Carry out schedule B service. 


Sequence Chart 


In addition to these four forms which refer to the work 
carried out on individual vehicles, it will also be necessary to 
devise a chart setting out the sequence of maintenance for the 
whole fleet over a period of six or twelve months. For 
example, such a chart could be divided horizontally according 
to the number of vehicles in the fleet and vertically into as 
many columns as there were weeks in the period under review. 

Also, it would be necessary to ensure that the balance 
between the number of A, B, C and D schedules to be 
performed in any one week bore relation to the availability 
of semi-skilled and skilled fitting staff. 

Many operators find it convenient to keep a brief record 
of the date on which each of these particular schedules is 
performed on every vehicle. A standard card index form, 
divided vertically into five columns, is suitable for this purpose. 
On the left would be the week-ending date, followed by the 
weekly mileage, mileage to date, fuel average and finally service 
record. 

In addition to records relating to the organization of main- 
tenance, larger operators, at least, would also need to keep 
analysis sheets of repair expenses. These should segregate costs 
as between labour and materials. It would also be of advantage 
to separate scheduled repairs done in connection with a pre- 
ventive maintenance programme, and unscheduled work 
resulting from either breakdowns or faulty original maintenance.

HREE different interior plans are 

offered for the Bedford Utilecon 
high-top ambulance introduced by Martin 
Walter, Ltd..

Each layout has individual seats in the 

front for the driver and attendant, whilst 
two have a permanent stretcher fitting 
at the off side in the rear. One of these 
has a bench seat for five sitting cases on 
the near side, and the other three 
individual seats facing forward. 
_ The third plan has a bench seat for 
five sitting cases on each side of the body. 
The near-side seat folds up so that a 
stretcher-case patient can be carried in 
emergencies. 

An interior height of 5 ft. is allowed 
by the translucent plastics roof. There 
is a drop step for ease of entry by sitting 
cases, whilst the models with a stretcher 
fitting have a low-loading platform.

The device employs polarizing glasses. 
A pair of these, apparently both trans- 
parent, when placed together can give 
any degree of light regulation from being 
completely transparent to being opaque;

The drawing shows a lamp unit in 
which one polarizing window (1) is fixed 
to the casing while the other (2) is held 
in a ring (3) that can be turned by hand. 
The clear window (4) acts solely as a 
diffuser. A spring disc (5) holds the 
parts in any set position. 


CONTINUOUS-FLOW BRAKE 
CONTROL 
ATENT No. 830,284 refers to powered 
braking systems in which the braking 
force is generated hydraulically by 
obstructing a constantly circulating liquid 
flow. When this is done, the only path 
open to the liquid is into the brake 
cylinders. In the event of power failure, 
hydraulic accumulators are provided, and 
the subject of the patent is the control 
valve for the system. (Clayton Dewandre 
Co., Ltd., Titanic Works, Lincoln.) 
As shown in the drawing, the valve has 
a port (1) leading to the brake line, a 
pump inlet (2) and a return pipe (3). 
The pump inlet is also connected to the 
brake line. Other ports (4 and 5) lead 
to the hydraulic accumulator. 
The action is not easy to follow on the 
small-scale drawing, but, in general, the 


valve is divided into two distinct parts. 
When the primary plunger (6) is moved 
by the pedal, it applies pressure to the 
brake cylinders and operates the 
secondary portion of the valve to open 
the accumulators to the developed 
pressure. 

But if no primary pressure occurs, the 
second portion is worked by further pedal 
movement. When this happens, the 
brakes are activated by the stored 
pressure in the accumulators. 


OIL-COOLED PISTON 

ATENT No. 829,971 shows a piston- 
cooling arrangement in which the 
cooling oil is fed from a port in the 
cylinder wall. It would be used for 
engines in which oil could not be taken 
from the supply to the gudgeon pin. 
(Ricardo and Co. Engineers (1927), Ltd., 

27a Ashley Place, London, S.W.1.) 
Referring to the drawing, the piston 
is fitted with a trough (1) joined to a cup 
(2). Just above the cup, a cross-hole (3) 
is drilled through the piston skirt. In the 
cylinder block is a port (4) to which oil 
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When the body is down, the cable fies 
at an ineffective angle. To overcome 
this an initial booster is provided, con. 
sisting of a hydraulic ram (3) which 
lifts the body into a position in which 
the cable can achieve a_ mechanical 
advantage. . 


VEHICLE HEIGHT CONTROLLED 
fa pcriegs height control is pro- 

vided by a scheme shown in patent 
No. 830,326. It is applicable to suspen- 
sion systems employing air springs of the 
bellows type. (General Motors Corp., 
Detroit, Michigan, U.S.A.) 

The drawing shows the scheme applied 
to a two-wheeled axle. The axle can rise 
or fall on radius rods in the form of 
parallel links (1). A double beam (2) is 
coupled to the frame by a shock absorber 
(3) at one end, and the load is applied 
to the beam via air springs (4). The 
other end of the beam is linked to an 
air control valve (5) which alters the 
pressure in the bellows when it is dis- 
placed from its mid-position. 

The patent gives details of the con- 
struction of the control valve and of a 
manually operated valve. By using the 
latter valve, the driver can temporarily 
raise the whole vehicle to clear obstruc- 
tions or match-up with loading ramps. 





under pressure is fed. From this, a small 
bore leads to the cylinder wall. 

At the bottom of each stroke the cup 
receives a charge of oil and the recipro- 
cation of the piston throws it upwards 
into the trough.
